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CONSTITUTION 

ARTICLE  1.  This  association  shall  be  called  the  Tuckaseigee 
Baptist  Association. 

ARTICLE  2.  The  primary  object  of  this  association  is  to 
extend  Christ's  kingdom  at  home  and  abroad. 

ARTICLE  3.  The  Association  shall  be  composed  of  representa- 
tives selected  by  Missionary  Baptist  churches  v/hich  have  been  re- 
ceived. 

ARTICLE  4.  Each  church  shall  send  to  the  clerk  of  the  asso- 
ciation two  weeks  prior  to  the  convening  of  the  body  a  letter  contain- 
ing full  information  concerning  the  church,  using  the  blank  form 
suggested  for  this  purpose  by  our  state  denominational  headquarters. 

ARTICLE  5.  This  association  shall  have  no  power  to  lord  it 
over  God's  heritage,  nor  shall  it  have  any  clerical  power  over  the 
churches  or  infringe  on  any  of  their  internal  rights. 

ARTICLE  6.  The  association  shall  have  a  moderator,  vice- 
moderator,  clerk,  treasurer,  historian,  Sunday  school  superintendent, 
and  Baptist  Young  People's  Union  president.  It  shall  be  the  duty 
of  Sunday  School  superintendent  and  the  Baptist  Young  People's 
Union  president  to  effect  such  organization  as  is  necessary  to  do 
effective  work  in  the  Sunday  schools  and  the  Baptist  Young  People's 
Unions  of  the  association  and  to  report  annually  to  the  association. 

ARTICLE  7.  The  association  shall  have  the  right  to  determine 
what  churches  shall  be  admitted  as  members  of  this  body. 

ARTICLE  8.  This  association  shall  have  the  right  to  withdraw 
her  fellowship  from  any  church  for  not  complying  with  her  rules, 
or  for  violating  the  orthodox  principles  of  the  Gospel. 

ARTICLE  9.  Each  church  in  the  association  shall  be  entitled 
to  three  delegates  and  one  additional  delegate  for  each  SIO.OO  con- 
tributed to  any  of  the  causes  fostered  by  the  denomination. 

ARTICLE  10.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  clerk  to  have  the 
Articles  of  Faith  and  the  Constitution  printed  in  the  minutes  an- 
nually. It  shall  also  be  the  duty  of  the  clerk  to  send  to  the  clerk 
of  each  church,  not  less  than  six  weeks  prior  to  the  convening  of 
the  association,  the  blank  form  to  be  used  in  making  up  the  church's 
associational  letter. 

ARTICLE  11.  The  association  shall  appoint  a  Board  of  Trustees 
for  Sylva  Collegiate  Institute,  consisting  of  twenty-one  m.embers, 
seven  of  whom  shall  constitute  a  quorum.  The  first  seven  to  serve 
one  year,  the  second  seven  to  serve  two  years,  and  the  third  seven 
to  serve  three  years.  These  trustees  are  empowered  to  receive  and 
hold  school  property  for  the  association;  to  select  teachers;  and  to 
attend  to  such  other  business  as  m.ay  be  necessary  for  the  educational 
interests  of  the  association.  The  association  shall  appoint  seven 
triistees  annually  and  fill  all  vacancies  that  occur  by  resignation  or 
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otherwise.  Said  trustees  are  required  to  report  annually  to  the 
association. 

ARTICLE  12.  This  constitution  may  be  altered  or  amended 
by  a  two-thirds  vote  of  the  members  present. 

ARTICLE  13.  There  shall  be  an  executive  committee  composed 
of  the  moderator  and  clerk  and  as  many  other  members  as  the 
association  may  deem  wise,  which  committee  shall  be  elected  an- 
nually. 


PROCEEDINGS 

Cashiers  Baptist  Church 
Cashiers,  N.  C. 
August  15,  1946 

Morning  Session 

The  117th  Annual  Session  of  the  Tuckaseigee  Association 
met  at  the  Cashiers  Baptist  Church.  The  program  opened  with 
the  congregation  singing  "The  Kingdom  Is  Coming." 

The  devotion  was  conducted  by  the  Moderator  reading  the 
150th  Psalm. 

Song:  "Jesus  Saves." 

Prayer  by  Rev.  G.  N.  Cowan. 

H.  E.  Monteith  and  J.  E.  Brown  acted  as  tellers.  Ninety- 
eight  Messengers  enrolled  at  this  time. 

The  Moderator  declared  the  Association  in  order  for  the 
transaction  of  business. 

The  program  was  read  and  adopted. 

The  following  visitors  were  recognized:  G.  N.  Cowan,  of 
Rocky  Mount,  and  Dr.  W.  H.  Williams,  of  Charlotte. 

A  motion  was  made  to  postpone  the  Orphanage  report 
until  Friday. 

Report  on  Temperance  was  read  by  B.  S.  Hensley.  Motion 
to  adopt  report.  The  report  was  spoken  to  by  R.  M.  Hauss  of 
the  Methodist  church,  Shelby,  N.  C,  representing  the  Allied 
Church  League.   Report  adopted. 

REPORT  ON  TEMPERANCE 
The  alcohol  business  in  North  Carolina  today  is  the  most  profit- 
able of  any  kind  of  business  of  which  I  know. 
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The  liquor  sales  in  North  Carolina  for  June — 25  wet  counties — 
amounted  to  $2,585,092.80,  an  increase  of  $740,863.25  over  June,  1945. 

North  Carolina  collected  taxes  on  the  sale  of  beer  along  in 
1945-46  $3,715,206.72  for  an  all  time  record.  In  1943,  we  read 
that  the  American  people  spent  five  billion  dollars  for  liquor,  or  an 
average  of  $38  for  every  man,  woman  and  child. 

It  is  estimated  that  the  economic  loss  through  drunkenness  and 
absentism  is  more  than  five  billion  dollars  every  year.  Thus  this 
thriving  business  is  responsible  for  much  of  the  delay  in  producing 
vital  materials  for  recovery. 

It  is  not  possible  to  estimate  the  number  of  lives  lost  each  year 
as  a  result  of  alcohol.  Ninety  percent,  of  the  major  and  minor  crimes 
that  are  committed  may  be  attributed  to  alcohol.  Here  in  our  own 
County  last  Court  more  than  95  percent,  of  the  cases  in  court  were 
for  public  drunkenness  or  violation  of  the  prohibition  law  and 
crime.  Ninety  percent,  of  the  traffic  accidents  and  deaths  are  a 
result  of  alcohol. 

The  only  way  to  rid  our  State  of  this  great  evil  is  not  only  to 
drink  dry,  but  vote  dry;  to  help  our  officers  to  discharge  their  duty, 
by  reporting  and  supporting  with  our  testimony  at  the  bar  of  Justice. 
Let  us  do  all  we  can  as  a  great  Denomination  to  have  a  State  Wide 
Referendum  on  the  liquor  question  when  the  legislature  convenes. 

Wine  is  a  mocker,  strong  drink  is  raging,  and  whosoever  is 
deceived  thereby  is  not  wise.    Proverbs  20:1.

CHRISTIAN  LITERATURE 

What  do  Baptists  read?  It  is  not  my  purpose  to  be  critical  in 
this  report  but  I  do  believe  that  Baptists  should  face  the  facts  in 
regard  to  their  reading. 

Baptists  should,  first  of  all  read  the  Bible.  There  is  no  better 
way  for  us  to  know  what  Baptists  believe  than  conscientious  con- 
secrated study  of  the  Bible.  We  ought  to  get  our  Bibles  out  from 
the  "bureau  drawer"  or  book  case  and  wipe  the  dust  off  of  them 
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and  begin  some  Bible  study.  Too  many  Baptists  don't  know  what 
the  Bible  teaches.  Too  many  of  us  want  to  keep  our  Bibles  looking 
neat  and  clean.  A  worn,  used  Bible  ought  to  be  the  most  precious 
book  in  any  home. 

If  we  want  to  know  what  we  are  doing  as  a  Denomination,  we 
should  read  out  State  and  Denominational  papers  and  magazines. 
How  can  we  train  our  children  to  be  good  Baptists  if  we  do  not 
provide  them  with  Baptist  literature. 

We  complain  about  the  trash  that  is  found  on  the  newsstands. 
If  people  will  quit  reading  this  trash,  the  publishers  will  stop  printing 
it.  Baptists  ought  not  to  read  it  and  so  long  as  we  do  read  it  and 
have  it  in  our  homes  we  may  expect  our  children  to  follow  in  our 
footsteps. 

A  deep  desire  to  know  more  about  God  and  his  work  will 
take  from  us  the  desire  to  read  "filth"  that  is  degrading  and  de- 
moralizing. 

Baptists,  watch  what  you  read  and  what  you  have  in  your 
homes  for  your  children  to  read.

Rev.  Charles  Parker  spoke  to  the  report  on  the  Hospital. 
The  report  was  adopted  pending  Mr.  Warren's  report. 
NORTH  CAROLINA  BAPTIST  HOSPITALr— 1946 
Our  Baptist  Hospital  has  had  another  full  and  fruitful  year. 
In  the  past  few  years  its  facilities  to  care  for  the  sick  have  been 
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greatly  increased.  This  is  true  for  both  those  who  do  not  have  the 
money  to  pay  for  complete  hospital  care  and  those  who  have  com- 
plicated afflictions  which  the  hospitals  and  doctors  in  most  com- 
munities are  not  prepared  to  care  for. 

The  Out-Patient  Clinic  is  now  working  in  its  enlarged  and 
better  equipped  quarters.  It  is  prepared  to  do  the  highest  type  of 
work  of  examining  the  sick,  prescribing  treatment  for  their  ills,  and 
giving  some  specialized  treatments.  After  the  examination,  most 
of  these  can  be  treated  back  home  by  a  local  doctor  or  in  a  local 
hospital.  There  is  now  being  added  to  the  clinic  additional  services 
in  psychiatry  and  in  eye  and  dental  diseases.  The  cost  for  an 
examination  in  the  Out-Patient  Clinic  is  $5.00,  not  including  X-rays 
and  special  laboratory  tests,  for  all  who  are  able  to  pay  it.  This 
just  about  covers  the  actual  cost  to  the  hospital  for  the  examination. 
The  charges  for  the  X-ray  pictures  and  special  tests  are  estimated  at 
actual  cost.  Most  people  are  able  to  pay  these  fees.  In  cases  v/here 
they  are  not  able  to  pay  the  whole  fee,  the  balance  is  paid  out  of 
the  Mother's  Day  Offering. 

Along  with  the  Out-Patient  Clinic,  there  is  operated  the  Private 
Clinic  for  those  v/ho  are  able  to  pay  the  regular  standard  fees  for 
medical  care. 

The  sick  who  come  to  these  clinics  and  need  to  enter  the  Bap- 
tist Hospital  for  treatment  are  then  admitted  as  bed  patients,  in  so 
far  as  room  permits.  Due  to  lack  of  space,  it  is  impossible  for  the 
hospital  to  take  care  of  all  who  need  to  be  admitted.  Because  of  this 
lack  of  space,  our  hospital  has  available  a  great  deal  of  the  finest 
medical  skill  which  it  is  not  able  to  use  to  relieve  suffering. 

The  Mother's  Day  offering  enables  our  hospital  to  care  for  those 
who  do  not  have  the  money  to  pay  their  full  bills.  Those  who  are 
able  to  pay  in  full  are  expected  to  do  so,  because  if  they  fail  to,  it  will 
take  help  from  those  who  are  in  actual  need.  No  person  who  is  ex- 
amined in  the  Out-Patient  Clinic  and  no  service  patient  who  is  ad- 
mitted to  the  hospital  is  charged  any  doctor's  bill  at  all,  whether  or 
not  he  pays  his  hospital  bill.  More  than  half  of  those  who  are  cared 
for  by  our  hospital  are  such  service  patients,  and  many  of  them  are 
unable  to  pay  anything  at  all.  Our  hospital  does  far  more  free  ser- 
vice for  the  poor  than  any  other  denominational  hospital  in  the 
South  and  stands  among  the  first  in  America  in  the  amount  it  does. 
Last  year  this  free  service  cost  the  hospital  over  $167,000.  We  are 
happy  that  the  churches  of  our  association  had  a  large  share  through 
our  Mother's  Day  offering  in  this  great  service. 

Our  Baptist  Hospital  operates  one  of  the  best  schools  of  nursing 
in  the  South.  It  seeks  the  finest  young  women,  mentally,  physically, 
and  spiritually,  to  train  for  a  Christian  ministry  of  healing.  It  in- 
vites young  wxmen  from  our  Baptist  homes  and  churches  who  are 
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interested  in  giving  their  lives  to  this  important  profession  to  con- 
sider going  there  for  their  training.  The  need  for  nurses  is  urgent. 
Any  girl  18  years  of  age  or  over,  with  a  high  school  education,  or 
better,  is  eligible  to  apply.  She  should  write  the  Director,  Nursing 
Department,  North  Carolina  Baptist  Hospital,  Winston-Salem,  North 
Carolina. 

The  new  Department  of  Religion  at  our  Baptist  Hospital  is  being 
organized  to  render  an  effective  spiritual  ministry.  This  includes 
visitation  and  counsel  among  the  sick  and  burdened  in  the  hospital, 
Bible  instruction  and  a  religious  program  for  students,  the  effort  to 
help  create  a  Christian  spirit  through  all  the  work  of  the  hospital, 
and  carrying  to  our  churches  the  information  concerning  the  work 
of  our  hospital.  The  ministry  of  this  department  is 
recognized  hj  all  connected  with  the  hospital  as  an  important  part 
of  the  work. 

The  urgent  and  outstanding  need  of  the  Baptist  Hospital  is  the 
construction  of  a  new  south  wing.  This  would  provide  140  new  beds, 
which  we  so  greatly  need,  especially  to  care  for  the  more  seriously 
ill  who  need  private  rooms.  Additional  operating  and  delivery 
rooms  and  X-ray  facilities  would  be  included.  It  would  provide  ade- 
quate kitchen  and  storage  room,  where  the  hospital  is  now  seriously 
handicapped  for  lack  of  space.  Also,  it  would  provide  room  for  a 
laundry.  It  now  costs  the  hospital  over  $50,000  a  year  to  get  its 
laundry  done  outside.  The  new  wing  would  greatly  increase  the 
service  of  our  hospital  to  the  sick  and  would  enable  it  to  increase 
its  income. 

The  cost  of  the  new  south  wing  would  be  close  to  a  million  dol- 
lars. One  gift  of  $200,000  already  has  been  offered  toward  this,  pro- 
vided the  construction  is  approved  this  year.  Many  who  have  been 
to  our  hospital  as  patients,  or  to  take  patients,  know  how  badly  this 
additional  room  is  needed.  The  advisability  of  permitting  the  hos- 
pital to  construct  this  building  will  be  considered  by  our  Baptist 
State  Convention  in  its  sessions  at  Asheville  in  November.  The 
messengers  from  our  association  to  the  State  Convention  will  have 
opportunity  to  vote  their  approval  of  this  new  building.  We  hope 
they  will  act  favorably  toward  it.

ominational  cause. 

The  Association  had  the  blessed  privilege  of  having  Mrs.  John 
Waycaster,  efficient  Field  Representative,  for  two  weeks  in  W.  M. 
U.  instruction  and  study.

All  W.  M.  U.  Organizations  are  asked  to 
contribute  liberally  to  this  most  worthy  cause. 

Our  watch  word,  "Look  unto  me  and  be  ye  saved,  all  the  ends 
of  the  Earth,  for  I  am  God  and  there  is  none  else,"  offers  to  us 
comfort  for  the  sorrowing,  rest  for  the  weary,  hope  for  the  hopeless, 
an  anchor  for  the  drifting,  a  home  for  the  homeless,  a  friend  for 
the  friendless,  a  Father  for  the  orphan,  a  Savior  for  the  sinner — 
all  of  these  and  a  boundless  store  beside — we  shall  find  for  ourselves 
and  for  our  neighbors  as  we  think  of  the  possibilities  of  our  watch- 
word. 

May  we  pray  that  God  may  call  laborers  into  His  field  that  the 
W.  M.  U.  in  Tuckaseigee  Association  m.ay  enlist  in  the  great  Mis- 
sionary enterprise,  that  the  Prince  of  Peace  may  rule  in  the  hearts 
of  people  everywhere.

REPORT  ON  CHRISTIAN  EDUCATION 
Christian  Education  as  used  in  this  report  means  education  in 
and  through  church-supported  and  church-controlled  schools  and 
colleges.  Church  schools  and  colleges  have  a  distinct  advantage 
over  state-supported  and  state-controlled  schools  and  colleges  in 
that  the  latter  may  not  teach  denominational  doctrines. 

Church  schools  are  much  older  than  state  schools.  North 
Carolina's  public  school  system  is  now  little  more  than  a  hundred 
years  old  while  education  by  and  through  the  Church  dates  back 
to  the  Middle  Ages.  It  was  only  after  the  Churches  failed  to  meet 
the  challenge  that  the  state  stepped  in  and  began  to  share  the 
responsibility.  Today  both  state  and  Church  are  awake  to  the  chal- 
lenge. 
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Baptists  were  among  the  first  in  the  field  of  Christian  Educa- 
tion in  North  Carolina.  Wake  Forest  College  is  contemporaneous 
with  the  Baptist  State  Convention.  Through  the  years  other  Bap- 
tist educational  institutions  have  been  established.  Today  we  have 
two  senior  and  four  or  more  junior  colleges  belonging  to  the  Bap- 
tists of  North  Carolina.  Each  of  these  has  a  peculiar  claim  on 
on  North  Carolina  Baptists.  They  are  Wake  Forst,  Meredith,  Mars 
Hill,  Campbell,  Gardner-  Webb,  and  Wingate.  We  all  have  reason 
to  rejoice  in  the  prospect  of  a  greater  Wake  Forest  in  the  near 
future. 

Baptists  owe  these  institutions  their  loyal  support.  In  them 
Baptists  principles  and  ideals  are  taught  and  from  their  campuses 
have  come  many  of  our  greatest  leaders  both  in  Church  and  State.

It  is  economical;  the  money 
from  the  churches  is  sent  direct  to  our  State  Secretary  after  taking 
out  enough  to  pay  the  office  expenses.  The  rest  is  divided  with 
the  various  places  of  our  Master's  work  on  earth.  Every  dime  of 
it  is  in  safe  hands.  This  money  is  sent  with  our  prayers  that 
it  may  serve  for  the  Master  in  so  many  places  where  it  is  not  possible 
for  all  us  Christians  to  go  in  person.

REPORT  ON  ORPHANAGE 
The  post-war  problems  that  confrent  us  are  many — one  of  them 
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is  the  high  cost  of  living,  and  the  difficulty  of  securing  the  needed 
trained  workers. 

But  in  spite  of  the  problems,  we  have  had  a  very  successful 
year,  from  the  standpoint  of  income,  our  churches  and  friends  have 
come  to  us  in  a  noble  way. 

Providence  too  has  smiled  on  us.  Our  crops  have  been  good. 
The  following  figures  will  give  you  an  idea  of  what  has  been 
harvested  from  our  fine  farms. 

Barley,  2,670  bushels;  Oats,  5,207  bushels;  Corn,  7,755; 

bushels;  Hog  Meat,  49,000  lbs.;  Eggs,  27,740  doz.;  Milk, 

76,000  gals. 

These  are  big  figures,  but  we  have  a  big  family  to  feed  and 
clothe.  Around  700  children  in  all  and  a  number  of  other  children 
that  are  given  mothers'  aid  at  home. 

The  cost  of  keeping  up  such  an  institution  is  around  $600.00  a 

day. 

The  big  family  that  we  have  is  in  the  best  of  health.  Again,  we 
can  say  that  the  Lord  has  been  good  to  us. 

They  have  the  best  educational  advantages  possible.  They 
have  averaged  above  99  percent,,  which  is  very  good. 

Our  children  have  the  best  religious  advantages,  too.  A  full 
time  preacher  in  both  the  Mills  Home  and  the  Kennedy  Home. 

These  are  our  children.  We  are  responsible  for  them.  May  we 
not  withhold  anything  that  will  help  them.

SUNDAY  SCHOOL  REPORT 
As  president  of  the  Sunday  School  Convention  of  the  Tucka- 
seigee  Association,  I  wish  to  submit  the  following  report  on  the 
Sunday  Schools. 

This  report  is  based  on  the  visitations  that  was  made  by  our 
Sunday  Schol  Convention  into  the  churches  of  our  Association 
which  is  held  on  the  second  Sunday  afternoon  of  each  month.  Also, 
much  was  gathered  from  the  Sunday  Schools  who  mail  in  a  report 
each  month  to  the  Secretary  of  our  Convention. 

We  can  only  visit  twelve  churches  during  the  year.  Therefore, 
many  of  our  churches  who  do  not  send  in  a  report,  little  is  known 
of  the  work  that  they  are  doings 

During  the  winter  months,  our  conventions  were  held  in 
churches  where  the  roads  did  not  get  so  bad.  For  the  past  few 
summer  months,  we  have  been  going  back  into  the  rural  churches 
where  they  could  not  be  easily  reached  during  the  winter  months. 
We  feel  that  much  good  has  been  accomplished  in  shifting  our  con- 
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vention  into  the  smaller  rural  churches.  These  churches  received 
us  graciously  and  seemed  eager  for  us  to  suggest  to  them  the  work 
as  planned  by  our  State  Board  and  the  Sunday  School  Board. 

In  presenting  the  1946  Southern  Baptist  Sunday  School  Pro- 
gram, our  Association  was  divided  into  eight  districts,  that  we  might 
carry  on  the  work  more  effectively.  A  superintendent  was  selected 
for  each  of  these  districts.  Each  district  included  five  to  eight 
churches.  The  superintendent  of  the  district  organized  groups  from 
different  churches  consisting  from  five  to  eight  persons.  These 
groups  went  from  church  to  church  in  their  respective  districts  and 
presented  the  1946  Southern  Baptist  Sunday  School  Program  as 
outlined  by  our  Sunday  School  Board.  We  feel  that  great  good 
has  developed  from  these  groups'  visits  Many  churches  and  indi- 
viduals have  expressed  themselves  stating  that  their  churches  were 
strengthened  by  these  visitations. 

In  traveling  from  church  to  church  over  the  Association,  we 
have  noticed  many  of  the  churches  that  are  building  new  Sunday 
School  class  rooms.  This  is  one  thing  our  convention  has  encouraged 
as  m.uch  as  possible.  These  improvements  are  very  encouraging 
for  no  teacher  is  able  to  do  his  best  unless  he  has  a  class  room  to 
himself. 

Take  the  Association  as  a  whole — we  see  the  need  of  trained 
workers  in  every  Sunday  School.  If  every  Sunday  School  had  a 
trained  worker  for  every  fifteen  pupils,  we  would  see  a  remarkable 
change  in  our  Sunday  School  attendance  in  the  next  year. 

As  we  enter  into  a  new  Associational  year,  with  the  war  ended, 
a  great  challenge  lies  before  us.  We  as  Sunday  School  workers 
have  a  challenge  that  has  never  been  so  great  before.  Let  us  wholly 
depend  upon  Christ  leading  us  into  the  greatest  years  of  Sunday 
School  work  in  the  history  if  the  Tuckaseigee  Association.

FOREIGN  MISSIONS 

Since  1935,  the  problems  of  the  Foreign  Mission  field  have 
steadily  increased.  The  final  onslaught  of  the  war  forced  all  west- 
ern interests  in  Asia  and  Europe  to  retard  their  work.  This  re- 
tardation prevailed  in  many  stages  ranging  from  negligible  letup 
to  total  discontinuation  of  the  work. 

This  condition  has  given  the  Christian  churches  a  chance  for 
an  inventory.  We  have  studied  the  fields,  problems,  and  mistakes 
of  the  past  years. 

Few  fields  are  opening,  and  others  presenting  themselves  as 
possibilities.  Europe  presents  eleven  million  orphans,  and  thirty 
million  children  starving  as  victims  of  the  recent  v.^ar.  In  Asia, 
these  millions  must  be  multiplied  many  times. 

God  bless  our  efforts  and  means  to  the  glory  of  Him  and  to  the 
extension  of  His  kingdom.

HOME  MISSION  REPORT 

The  Home  Mission  v/ork  faces  a  task  that  is  collossal  and  unique. 
War  conditions  and  the  uncertainty  of  the  future  have  disrupted  our 
society  and  especially  our  home  life. 

The  Imperial  Command  to  make  disciples  of  all  nations  needs 
to  be  reemphasized  if  we  are  to  have  a  new  world  of  peace  dedicated 
to  the  Prince  of  Peace. 
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The  strategic  point  of  approach  is  the  homeland. 

Our  homeland  must  be  won  for  Christ  as  a  base  for  the  inter- 
national propagation  of  Christianity.  This  means  that  we  are  to 
face  a  situation,  the  magnitude  of  which,  challenges  the  best  efiorts 
of  all  our  people. 

Let  America  become  a  leader  in  righteousness  if  she  is  to  make 
her  full  contribution  to  the  peace,  happiness,  and  prosperity  of  the 
world. 

A  triumphant  m.issionary  program  in  America  is  necessary  if 
we  would  push  our  conquests  for  Christ  to  lands  afar. 

The  missionary  tasks  of  our  Southland  can  be  handled  only 
by  the  cooperation  of  our  churches  through  the  Home  Mission  Board. 

The  fields  of  work  that  command  our  immediate  attention  are 
briefly  as  follows: 

1.  The  Negro  and  his  missionary  needs  including  his  social, 
moral,  and  spiritual  training. 

2.  The  great  and  growing  cities  of  our  Southland  with  their 
problems  dealing  with  foreign  groups,  slums,  and  the  task  of 
reaching  the  great  unreached  masses  with  the  Gospel. 

3.  The  vast  stretches  of  rural  communties  with  their  tenant 
farmers,  migrant  workers,  and  struggling  country  churches. 

4.  The  evangelization  of  all  groups,  which  is  the  ultimate  goal 
of  all  our  efforts. 

In  conclusion,  may  we  mention,  briefly,  our  urgent  needs  if  we 
are  to  go  forward  in  this  most  important  task  of  winning  the  multi- 
tudes in  the  territory  of  our  Convention.  If  we  are  to  adequately 
reach  the  foreign  population  in  the  South,  we  need  206  more 
workers  in  that  field.  We  need  23  more  missionaries  to  preach  the 
Gospel  to  the  Indians. 

We  need  at  least  25  more  workers  to  concentrate  their  labors 
among  our  centers  of  Negro  population. 

Our  work  should  be  enlarged  in  Cuba,  Costa  Rica,  Panama, 
and  the  Canal  Zone. 

Many  buildings  and  vast  sums  of  money  are  needed  to  adequate, 
ly  enlarge  and  carry  on  our  Home  Mission  work,  but  Southern 
Baptists  are  abundantly  able  to  supply  these  needs.

STATE  MISSIONS 
State  Mission  is  one  of  the  greatest  programs  that  we  Baptists 
are  sponsoring  today.    It  has  grown  very  much  in  the  past  year. 
Hundreds  of  people  have  heard  the  Gospel  story  of  our  Lord  and 
Savior  Jesus  Christ  through  the  aid  of  our  State  Missions  during 
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the  past  year.  Aid  was  given  65  pastors  serving  121  churches.  In 
this  past  year,  these  churches  reported  902  baptisms. 

The  Indians  and  Negro  Baptists  have  missionary  leaders  and 
can  hear  the  Gospel  story  of  Christ. 

About  $750.00  was  provided  for  our  Associational  missionaries. 
We  now  have  about  twenty  of  these  workers,  but  we  need  about  fifty. 

A  new  and  larger  work  was  started  in  1945  which  put  about 
one  hundred  of  our  finest  young  people  of  our  colleges  to  work  in 
our  churches  during  the  summer  months.  We  will  never  know  in 
this  world  the  value  of  the  work  our  students  are  doing  in  our 
state  during  the  summer. 

Through  the  aid  of  State  Missions,  Pastors'  School  and  Con- 
ferences and  other  helpful  programs  are  held  over  North  Carolina 
today,  may  we  give  and  pray  more  for  our  State  Mission  Programs.

REPORT  ON  ASSOCIATIONAL  MISSIONS 
Jesus  gave  His  disciples,  the  church,  a  divine  agency,  through 
which  they  were  to  work  together  for  the  ongoing  of  His  kingdom 
work.  Baptists  have  followed  this  command  of  Jesus  and  have 
organized  churches  to  carry  on  this  work  in  the  immediate  surround- 
ing community.  In  order  to  cultivate  closer  ties  of  brotherhood 
and  Christian  fellowship,  the  churches  have  organized  the  district 
association.  By  working,  planning  and  counciling  together  in  this 
way,  the  churches  have  been  able  to  carry  out  our  Lord's  commis- 
sion in  a  greater  way  than  could  have  been  done  by  each  church 
working  separately.  ✓ 

The  district  association  has  come,  in  recent  years,  to  be  regarded 
as  one  of  the  most  important  organizations  (second  only  to  the 
church)  in  carrying  out  the  work  of  Southern  Baptists — the  king- 
dom work  of  God.  This  has  been  so  because  the  association  is 
close  enough  to  come  in  direct  contact  with  every  church.  Very 
few  of  our  churches  are  represented  at  the  State-wide  or  South- 
wide  meetings.  But  every  one  can  be  at  the  Associational  meetings 
and  here  information  can  be  given,  plans  presented,  and  the  churches 
help  each  other  by  sharing  their  problems  and  victories. 

The  Tuckaseigee  Association  is  properly  organized,  with  the  re- 
quired number  of  officers.  Every  officer  should  feel  the  responsi- 
bility and  opportunity  he  has  of  leading  the  Association  in  promot- 
ing Bible  Study,  winning  the  lost,  and  enlisting  individuals  and 
churches  in  every  phase  of  denominational  work. 
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The  following  is  a  report  of  some  of  the  work  your  associational 
missionary  has  tried  to  do  since  being  elected  to  the  place,  January 
1,  1946:  attended  one  or  more  services  in  thirty-seven  of  the 
churches,  also  made  personal  contacts  of  nearly  all  the  communities 
of  the  other  churches;  helped  in  one  revival  meeting  and  conducted 
two  study  courses;  he  has  helped  to  conduct  thirteen  V.  B.  S.'s,  with 
Stewardship  services  at  night  in  many  of  the  places  where  these  were 
held.  Some  of  these  V.  B.  S.s  were  made  possible  by  the  assistance 
of  Miss  Doris  Greene,  who  came  to  us  this  summer,  through  the 
cooperation  of  the  State  Mission  Board. 

He  has  also  attended  the  following  meetings  in  the  interest  of 
associational  work:  a  six-weeks  preachers'  school  at  Boone,  a  one- 
week  preachers'  school  at  Mars  Hill;  a  three-days  training  con- 
ference at  Raleigh;  a  two-days  S.  S.  convention  at  Winston-Salem; 
and  a  one- week  preachers'  revival,  which  was  sponsored  by  the 
Association  at  Scott's  Creek  Church.

TRAINING  UNION  REPORT 
"We  are  interested  chiefly  in  those  things  in  which  we  have  a 
share,"  says  Dr.  Henry  H.  Hill,  president  of  George  Peabody  Col- 
lege for  Teachers.  If  all  who  call  themselves  Christians  would  in- 
vest their  time,  energy  and  above  all  their  prayers,  our  B.  T.  U. 
report  in  this  Association  would  be  much  improved.  But  far  too 
many  of  our  people  do  not  have  any  share  ii  this  phase  of  our  work. 
If  only  one  person  is  a  church,  and  that  the  pastor,  attempts  to 
organize  and  maintain  a  Training  Union,  never  will  our  Association 
come  up  to  what  it  is  capable  of  doing.  Up  to  date  we  have  only  12 
Training  Unions  in  our  Association  which  is  made  up  of  46  churches. 
That  is  almost  %  of  our  churches  without  a  training  union  at  all. 
Who  is  responsible  for  the  large  number  of  boys  and  girls  in  those 
churches  that  are  not  being  trained?  That  is  a  challenging  question 
and  calls  for  the  best  thinking  possible.  Every  individual  ought 
to  grow  in  grace,  and  the  Baptist  Training  Union  is  seeking  to 
encourage  this  growth.  There  have  been  some  Unions  organized  this 
year  and  some  Associational  meetings  held,  and  in  many  of  the 
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churches  Study  Courses  have  been  held  but  the  need  is  tremendous 
for  more  Training  Unions  and  for  better  Training  Unions. 

There  is  no  finer  place  for  our  boys  and  girls  and  men  and 
women  to  study  better  how  to  serve  than  through  the  work  of  our 
training  program.  It  is  just  as  it  says  in  its  name — a  Training 
Union  designed  primarily  to  train  a  life  to  better  serve  after 
having  first  given  that  life  to  Christ.

The  report, 
prepared  by  Edwin  Allison,  was  read  by  C.  O.  Vance,  who  also 
made  the  report  on  Daily  Vacation  Bible  Schools. 

SUNDAY  SCHOOL  REPORT 

The  report  of  the  Sunday  School  work  in  the  Tuckaseigee  Asso- 
ciation, v/hile  showing  good  work  in  some  instances  and  in  some 
churches,  it  is  never-the-less  made  with  a  feeling  of  regret  that  more 
has  not  been  accomplished  during  the  past  year. 

V/ith  our  Sunday  School  Convention,  which  meets  on  the  2nd 
Sunday  of  each  month,  we  have  been  into  twelve  churches  during  the 
year.  Our  attendance  at  these  meetings  has  only  been  fair  with  an 
average  of  ten  churches  being  represented.  Our  secretary  sends  a 
report  card  to  each  Sunday  School  for  a  monthly  report  and  we  have 
only  been  having  a  report  from  about  half  of  our  churches;  and  it  is 
from  these  reports  that  we  are  able  to  tell  the  effectiveness  of  the 
w^ork.  Those  churches  where  we  have  been  able  to  carry  our  conven- 
tion have  received  us  most  graciously.  During  the  summer  months 
we  have  tried  to  go  into  the  rural  churches  where  the  roads  might  not 
be  so  good  during  the  winter. 

During  the  past  year  our  Association  cooperated  with  the  South- 
ern and  State  Boards  in  "Presenting  Our  Program  to  Every  Church." 
While  we  have  not  been  able  to  reach  each  church  of  our  association 
we  have  been  able  to  contact  most  of  them.  This  program  is  planned 
during  the  winter  months,  v/hich  is  the  hardest  time  of  the  year  for 
many  of  our  people  to  attend  or  for  our  churches  to  cooperate. 
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The  brightest  part  of  our  Sunday  School  work  has  been  in  our 
Daily  Vacation  Bible  Schools.  Mr.  Clarence  Vance,  our  Associational 
Missionary,  with  Miss  Doris  Green,  a  special  worker  who  has  been  in 
our  association  during  the  past  two  summers,  have  made  it  possible 
to  have  these  Bible  Schools  for  our  children  in  many  churches  where 
it  would  have  been  almost  impossible  except  for  their  help.  Other 
churches  have  held  their  Bible  Schools  with  their  own  teachers  and 
leaders.  From  the  reports,  which  your  Sunday  School  Convention 
president  has  received,  a  great  work  has  been  aone  and  many  of  our 
boys  and  girls  have  found  Christ  as  their  personal  Savior  during  these 
schools. 

There  is  still  a  great  need  for  trained  workers  in  all  of  our  Sunday 
Schools,  and  during  the  year  before  us  may  this  be  first  in  our  hearts 
and  minds,  that  we  may  Glorify  Christ  and  His  work  in  our  Associa- 
tion.

The  report  on  the  North  Carolina  Baptist  Hospital  was 
read  by  D.  J.  Bryson;  and,  on  motion  was  adopted. 

Remarks  by  D.  G  .Bryson  and  Dr.  W.  K.  McKee,  who  spoke 
on  the  hospital. 

REPORT  ON  NORTH  CAROLINA  BAPTIST  HOSPITAL 

The  true  value  of  any  Insttiution  is  determined  not  so  much  by 
its  structural  achievement  but  rather  by  the  program  it  offers  and 
the  services  it  renders.  Our  Baptist  Hospital  has  the  distinction  of 
having  achieved  unparallel  success  in  structural  growth,  a  minister- 
ing program  and  excellent  services  rendered. 

Founded  in  May  1923  with  a  bed  capacity  of  100,  the  Hospital  had 
expanded  to  247  beds  and  55  bassinets  in  1947.  An  Out-Patient 
Building  was  opened  on  July  1,  1946. 

The  underlying  purpose  of  the  Hospital  has  always  been  the  med- 
ical care  of  the  poor.  Since  the  day  it  received  its  first  patient  on 
May  28,  1923,  it  has  offered  a  high  type  of  hospital  care  on  a  state- 
wide basis.  When  the  Wake  Forest  Medical  School  became  a  four- 
year  school  in  1941  and  was  located  adjacent  to  the  Baptist  Hospital, 
it  then  attained  its  twofold  mission — teaching  and  healing — the  twin 
endeavors  of  Christ. 

Thru  the  facilities  offered  by  the  Out-Patient  Diagnostic  Clinics, 
18,000  patients  were  given  diagnostic  examinations  at  an  average  cost 
of  $5.00  per  patient  unless  some  patients  required  special  X-ray  and 
laboratory  work.  After  these  examinations  have  been  completed  and 
a  true  diagnosis  has  been  established,  these  patients  are  sent  back  to 
their  home  communities  and  their  cases  are  turned  over  to  the  local 
doctors.  This  is  one  of  the  many  distinctive  Christian  services  that 
the  hospital  is  rendering.  On  July  1,  1946,  a  $250,000  out-patient 
building  was  opened  to  accommodate  the  increased  demand  for  these 
services. 

Each  year  the  hospital  is  able  to  admit  approximately  8,000  pa- 
tients as  in-patients,  or  bed  patients,  20,000  are  given  out-patient 
diagnostic  examinations  and  20,000  were  given  private  examinations, 
making  a  total  of  48,000  people  throu.^hout  the  state  who  were  relieved 
of  pain  by  our  Baptist  Hospital. 

Included  in  the  above  number  of  bed  patients,  4,000  were  service 
patients  and  paid  no  micdical  fees  and  none  or  only  a  part  of  the  hos- 
pital cost.    The  cost  to  the  hospital  for  free  services  for  the  year  1943

was  $159,115.47.  Mother's  Day  offerings  and  Baptist  contributions 
togetJier  with  other  contributions  made  possible  the  huge  amount  of 
charity  work.  The  North  Carolina  Baptist  Hospital  was  the  largest 
dispenser  of  charity  medical  care  of  any  denominationally  controlled 
hospital  in  the  south  during  1946. 

The  Board  of  Trustees  has  passed  a  rule  giving  full  hospitalization 
free  to  ministers,  missionaries  and  qualified  ministerial  students.  This 
is  not  considered  as  charity  but  is  a  contribution  to  our  ministers  and 
missionaries.  50%  discount  is  given  to  all  work  done  for  dependents 
of  ministers  and  missionaries. 

The  hospital  maintains  a  School  of  Nursing  which  has  an  enroll- 
ment of  120  young  ladies  who  receive  the  highest  type  of  training 
under  Christian  auspices.  All  enrollees  are  selected  under  the  high- 
est standards  and  represent  the  highest  type  of  womanhood — mentally, 
physically  and  morally — in  North  Carolina.  Also,  the  hospital  op- 
erates a  School  of  Graduate  Dietetics  and  a  School  of  Laboratory 
Technology,  and  a  School  of  X-ray  Technology.

REPORT  ON  CHRISTIAN  LITERATURE 

In  making  a  report  on  Christian  Literature,  it  is  necessary  for  us 
to  realize  that  nitelligent  understanding  is  based  on  knowledge. 
Knowledge  comes  through  reading  and  study.  We  have  at  our  finger 
tips  the  material  that  makes  us  world  citizens,  though  we  live  in  a 
remote  cove,  far  removed  from  our  neighbors. 

We  hope  that  all  our  churches  use  the  splendid  literature  pub- 
lished by  our  Sunday  School  Board,  at  Nashville,  Tenn.  Some  of  the 
finest  men  and  women  in  our  denomination  spend  their  lives  in  study 
and  writing,  that  we  may  have  the  benefit  of  that  study. 

Then,  we  have  our  own  papers,  the  Biblical  Recorder  and  Charity 
and  Children.    Well  may  we  be  proud  of  them. 

The  Recorder  has  had  a  marvelous  growth  in  the  last  few  years. 
The  circulation  has  now  reached  forty  five  thousand.  The  Recorder 
has  three  subscription  plans:  $2.00  per  year  for  a  single  subscription; 
$1.50  a  year  in  clubs  of  three  or  more;  or  $1.20  for  every  family  in  the 
church.  We  suggest  that  every  pastor,  or  leaders  in  every  church, 
encourage  this  club  plan  in  the  churches.  A  good  Baptist  is  an  in- 
formed Baptist.    It  goes  free  to  every  pastor. 

Then,  we  have  Charity  and  Children,  which  should  come  to  every 
Sunday  School  in  our  Association.  This  paper  keeps  us  abreast  of  the 
happenings  at  our  Orphanage,  in  which  we  are  all  vitally  concern'^d. 

We  would  speak  a  word  in  behalf  of  our  church  libraries.  The 
public  news  stands  are  filled  with  all  kinds  of  literature,  that  is  lead- 
ing our  young  people  away  from  all  that  is  good.  We  need  to  sacrifice 
if  need  he,  that  our  people  may  have  the  best  reading  material  pos- 
sible. Our  Sunday  School  Board  has  set  up  a  library  department,  and 
has  a  full  time  worker,  who  is  ready  to  give  assistance  to  any  church 
that  is  willing  to  cooperate. 
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There  has  been  a  new  magazine  added  to  the  list,  The  Home  Life. 
This  magazine  is  destined  to  meet  a  long-felt  need  of  the  people  in 
our  churches,  who  are  shut  in.  We  sincerely  recommend  all  these 
periodicals,  and  the  many  others  that  are  published  and  sold  in  our 
Association.  Our  people  are  in  grave  danger  of  being  misinformed. 
Our  young  people  who  have  served  their  country  in  the  far  away 
places  will  never  be  satisfied  to  live  in  the  confmes  of  their  own  com- 
munities. They  have  seen  the  peoples  of  the  world,  and  all  their 
needs.  Let  us  "Lift  up  our  eyes  and  look,"  through  all  the  splendid 
literature  that  is  ours.

We  have  deep  gratitude  in  our  hearts  to  Him  for 
the  privilege  of  doing  a  little  in  His  great  name. 

Our  lives  have  been  greatly  enriched  as  v/e  have  given  ourselves 
in  prajang  and  in  personal  service. 
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There  has  been  a  great  desire  in  our  hearts  to  tithe  what  we  have 
and  to  give  ourselves  entirely  to  His  will.

REPORT  ON  CHRISTIAN  EDUCATION 

Never  before  in  the  history  of  the  world,  and  certainly  not  in  the 
history  of  our  country,  has  there  been  such  a  need  for  Christian  edu- 
cation as  there  is  today.  The  leaders  of  our  nation,  and  of  the  world, 
need  to  be  genuinely  Christian  at  heart  and  trained  under  Christian 
leadership  in  order  that  their  thinking  and  action  may  be  sincerely 
Christian.  This  must  be  done  through  Christian  education  under 
church-controlled  schools. 

Christian  education  can  only  be  given  under  and  through  Christian 
leadership,  and  this  instruction  can  come  only  through  teachers  who 
know  the  Lord  Jesus  Christ  as  Saviour.  Such  education  must  be  given 
through  church-controlled  schools.  Our  Baptist  educational  institu- 
tions need  to  be  more  whole  heartedly  supported  by  our  Baptist  peo- 
ple. It  is  in  these  schools  that  our  Baptist  boys  and  girls  will  receive 
Christian  instruction  and  go  out  into  the  world  into  the  respective 
places  of  leadership  and  become  the  leaders  of  tomorrow.  If  they  are 
Christian  at  heart  and  have  received  Christian  instruction,  then  they 
will  instill  Christian  principles  in  their  homes,  churches,  schools,  and 
daily  environment. 

Baptists  in  North  Carolina  must  NOV/  av/ake,  as  never  before, 
and  realize  our  opportunity  through  our  church-supported  and  church- 
controlled  schools.  Our  church  schools  are  older  and  have  the  prece- 
dent over  our  state  schools,  and  from  them  our  state  educational  sys- 
tem was  born.  Education  without  Christ  Jesus  is  not  Christian.  Boys 
and  girls  are  going  to  get  an  education  somewhere.  Baptists  of  N,  C. 
have  a  challenge  as  never  before,  and  must  support  our  schools  in 
order  that  our  boys  and  girls  who  will  be  the  leaders  of  tomorrow  may 
receive  the  right  kind  of  education. 

If  our  thinking  and  actions  are  right,  they  must  come  from  hearts 
that  are  Christian  who  have  been  instructed  in  the  principles  of  the 
New  Testament.  This  must  be  done  through  church-supported  and 
church-controlled  schools.  Baptists  of  the  Tuckaseigee  Association 
have  a  duty,  and  an  obligation,  under  God,  to  support  with  our  co- 
operation, our  money,  and  our  backing  in  every  respect,  our  Baptist 
schools  .  .  .  Wake  Forest  College,  Meredith,  Mars  Hill,  Campbell, 
Gardner-Webb,  and  Wingate.  Let  Baptists  educate  in  New  Testament 
principles.  Let  us  make  stronger  our  Sunday  Schools,  and  our  colleges 
that  our  people  may  receive  a  Christian  education  for  the  glory  of  God.

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A  discussion  on  temperance  was  made  by  R.  M.  Hauss.  The 
Report  on  Temperance  was  adopted. 

REPORT  ON  TEMPERANCE 

We  recommend  that  our  Association  express  our  appreciation  of 
all  the  forces  that  are  cooperating  and  working  against  the  forces  of 
evil  in  our  county  and  State.  Especially  do  we  commend  the  Allied 
Church  League,  of  which  Brother  L.  A.  Martin  is  director  in  our  State. 

We  also  urge  upon  our  pastors  the  importance  of  providing  for 
our  young  people  a  sound  program  of  temperance  education,  teaching 
the  evils  of  alcohol  upon  the  body,  mind,  and  soul;  that  in  the  pulpit 
and  in  study  classes,  efforts  be  made  to  fortify  our  people  against  the 
immorals,  evils,  and  habits  of  our  day. 

We  also  urge  that  total  abstinence  pledges  be  signed,  especially 
among  our  church  members.  We  do  believe  that  if  our  church  mem- 
bers would  practice  what  we  preach,  that  those  places  which  sell 
"liquid  fire"  would  lose  half  their  business. 

We  further  urge  an  uncompromising  condemnation  of  the  liquor 
advertising  in  newspapers,  periodicals,  and  on  the  radio.  We  further 
urge  that  the  people  of  our  county  stand  together  and  fight  to  the  last 
for  a  complete  control  of  the  liquor  business.  That  means  that  we 
will  not  allow  a  drop  to  be  sold,  legally,  in  our  county.  We  pray  that 
God  will  give  us  the  grace  to  go  ail  the  way  with  Him.  Do  we  feel 
that  we  are  doing  our  best?

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The  report  on  Home  Missions  was  read  by  W.  N.  Cook,  and 
was  adopted. 

The  Home  Mission  Board,  located  in  Atlanta,  Georgia,  with  Dr. 
J.  H.  Lawrence  as  secretary,  is  doing  a  momentous  work  throughout 
the  South,  Cuba,  and  Mexico. 

The  world  will  move  religiously  as  home  missions  move.  The 
field  is  white.  The  task  is  great;  but  we  are  a  great  people,  number- 
ing nearly  six  millions. 

Tne  Home  Mission  Board  sponsors  workers  in  587  churches  and 
mission  stations,  and  needs  332  more. 

We  have,  on  the  field,  700  missionaries,  and  need  388  more.  We 
need  two  million  dollars  for  property,  and  over  one  million  for  op- 
erating expenses. 

We  have  more  than  ten  million  people  as  our  constituents;  and 
multiplied  millions  are  looking  to  us  for  help.

it  is  with  joy  and  gratitude  that  the  report  of  the  year's  work  of  the 
W.  M.  U.  is  submitted  and  each  woman  gives  thankful  praises  to  our 
heavenly  Father  and  Jesus  our  Saviour  with  humble  hearts  for  the 
accomplishments.  As  we  glance  over  the  figures  that  show  in  a 
measure  what  has  been  accomplished  we  are  grateful  for  the  oppor- 
tunities of  serving  God  and  unto  him  render  thanks  for  any  attain- 
ments. Our  stewardship  report  was  very  encouraging,  having  reported 
a  ten  per  cent  increase  in  tithers  and  contributions  to  the  Cooperative 
Program  which  was  meeting  the  standard  of  excellence.  We  have 
had  a  successful  mission  study  year,  in  each  organization  one  book  was 
had  while  five  churches  met  the  requirements  for  the  standard  and 
in  one  every  member  took  an  extra  mission  book.  In  these  studies 
we  enedeavored  to  give  our  women  and  young  people  a  vision  of  our 
world,  its  lands  and  its  people  with  their  needs  spiritual.  Our  com- 
munity missions  report  was  very  gratifying.  We  feel  that  this  work 
is  one  of  the  best  fields  of  service  for  Christ  at  our  very  doors.  Dur- 
ing the  year  there  was  a  noticable  increase  in  the  number  of  sub- 
scriptions to  our  periodicals  and  a  large  precentage  of  Seasons  of 
Prayer. 

We  rerched  our  goals  for  the  Cooperative  Program  of  $1,293.63  and 
pur  special  offerings  of  $819.30  of  the  organizations.  While  our 
secretary  reports  contributions  for  divisional  expenses,  Burney  gi^■ts, 
missionary  expenses  and  program  material.

On  Sunday  School 

In  the  Tuckaseigee  Association  we  have  about  43  Sunday  schools 
that  run  the  full  yecr.  That  would  require  43  general  superintendents 
and  an  average  of  10  teachers  to  the  school,  which  would  mean  473 
officers. 

We  have  around  7,075  church  memberships.  Each  officer  and 
teacher  would  have  the  responsibility  of  140  pupils.  Either  our  num- 
ber of  officers  and  teachers  is  not  enough  or  our  church  membership 
is  not  going  to  Sunday  school.  More  than  half  of  our  church  member- 
ship does  not  attend  Sunday  school.    These  figures  are  startling. 

Our  Associc  tional  Sunday  school  convention  has  been  meeting  every 
mon:h  with  an  average  of  seven  churches  represented.  The  meeting 
of  our  associational  convention  has  been  held  in  the  communities 
where  it  was  most  convenient  to  most  churches. 

The  above  statements  well  show  that  we  need  more  interest  in  this 
work.  We  recommend  that  each  church  enlist  its  membership  and 
unenlis'ed  people  and  secure  a  teacher  force  adequate  for  their  needs. 
I  further  recommend  that  all  of  us  take  more  interest  in  our  Associa- 
tional meetings  and  equip  our  churches  for  better  service.

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On  Christian  Education 

Christian  education  is  an  education  obtained  in  schools  and  colleges 
that  are  financed  and  controlled  by  the  church,  however,  much  of  the 
finance  may  come  from  tuitions  and  sources  outside  the  church. 

The  church  schools  and  colleges  are  older  than  the  public  school 
system.  It  has  been  necessary  to  charge  tutitions  in  our  Christian 
schools  and  for  this  reason  the  public  school  system  supported  by 
taxation  has  largely  taken  the  place  of  the  denominational  schools. 

The  church  schools  are  free  to  teach  the  Bible  and  religous  doctrine 
while  state  schools  are  not  allowed  to  teach  the  religious  belief  of  any 
denomination,  therefore,  our  boys  and  girls  who  attend  the  public 
schools  are  missing  the  blessings  that  come  with  a  Christian  education. 

The  world  would  not  be  in  the  uneasy  condition  that  it  is  today 
had  the  leaders  of  all  the  different  countries  been  educated  in  Chris- 
tian institutions. 

The  fear  and  anxiety  that  exist  in  the  world  today  can  be  relieved 
only  by  Christ  through  leaders  who  have  been  taught  to  love  their 
fellowmen.    This  must  be  done  through  Christian  training. 

Let  us  go  back  to  the  church  schools  as  the  greatest  assurance  that 
we  shall  have  more  men  and  women  trained  for  leaders  in  carrying  on 
Christ  s  work  in  a  time  when  there  is  so  much  to  be  done. 

North  Carolina  Baptist  have  several  Christian  institutions  including 
Gardner-Webb.  Campbell,  Meredith,  Mars  Hill,  Wingate  and  Wake 
Forest. 

We  as  Baptist  should  do  all  possible  to  support  these  institutions  that 
we  may  be  better  prepared  to  give  our  boys  and  girls  the  kind  of 
education  that  will  enable  them  to  serve  God  and  man  in  a  more 
perfect  manner.

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To  supplement  our  Bible  study,  and  not  as  a  substitute  for  it,  we 
have  at  our  fingertips  the  best  literature  that  can  be  obtained.  We 
should  feel  proud  that  we  have  access  to  the  many  helps  published 
by  our  Sunday  School  Board  at  Nashville,  Tenn,  They  are  edited  by 
men  and  women  who  have  spent  their  lives  in  study  of  the  principles 
and  doctrines  of  the  Bible.  They  give  us  the  benefit  of  this  study  in 
their  writings.    Let's  use  them. 

There  is  possibly  more  literature  published  on  our  Sunday  School 
work  than  any  other  phase  of  our  church  work.  This  is  as  it  should 
be,  because  our  Sunday  School  is  the  teaching  agency  of  Christ.  Aside 
from  our  regular  quarterlies,  there  is  literature  available  for  every 
depatment  or  class,  for  every  officer  or  teacher  and  for  the  superin- 
tendent. Any  Sunday  school  officer  or  teacher  will  be  a  better  officer 
or  teacher  if  supplied  with  the  proper  literature  to  help  them  in  their 
studies. 

There  are  also  helps  available  for  every  other  department  of  our 
church  work.  The  B.T.U.,  the  W.  M.  S.,  Young  People's  organizations, 
church  libraries  and  the  extension  department. 

To  keep  us  informed  on  the  happenings  in  our  State  organization 
and  orphanages,  we  have  the  Biblical  Recorder  and  Charity  and  Chil- 
dren.   Every  Baptist  in  North  Carolina  should  receive  these  papers. 

Baptist,  wa'ch  what  you  read  and  be  very  careful  what  you  have 
in  your  home  for  your  children  to  read.

On  North  Carolina  Baptist  Hospital 

Our  North  Carolina  Baptist  Hospital  at  Winston-Salem  ministers  to 
'h2  sick  from  all  parts  of  North  Carolina.  It  is  our  Good  Samaritan  in 
the  neme  of  the  Great  Physician,  to  those  who  suffer  and  do  not  have 
sufficient  money  to  pay  the  large  cost  of  the  best  medical  care. 

From  among  those  of  limited  means  26,000  visits  were  made  to  the 
Out-Patient  Department  for  examination,  diagnosis  and  treatment 
last  year.  There  will  be  35,000  visits  this  year.  This  is  one  of  the 
most  important  services  of  our  Hospital  and  it  is  being  enlarged  as 
rapidly  as  possible. 

Of  this  large  number  coming  to  the  Out-Patient  Department  this 
year,  there  is  room  for  only  about  one-fourth  of  them  to  be  treated 
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in  the  Hospital  as  bed  patients.  Plans  are  being  made  to  build  a  new 
enlarged  hospital.  This  will  be  located  on  a  beautiful  100-acre  tract 
in  Winston-Salem  which  has  been  given  for  this  purpose.  It  is  hoped 
that  the  money  needed  for  the  enlargement  will  come  speedily  so  that 
space  may  be  privided  for  many  sick  people  for  whom  there  is  not 
room  now. 

As  the  services  of  our  Hospital  have  grown,  the  Mother's  Day  of- 
ferings from  our  churches  likewise  have  grown.  These  offerings  are 
used  wholly  to  help  pay  the  cost  of  caring  for  those  who  receive  this 
ministry  and  do  not  have  the  money  to  pay  the  total  cost  themselves. 
In  order  to  provide  such  help  for  as  many  as  possible,  our  Hospital 
adds  to  the  Mother's  Day  offerings  all  the  funds  it  can  get  for  this 
purpose  from  the  welfare  agencies  of  the  state  and  counties,  the  Duke 
Endowment,  contributions  from  individuals,  and  from  any  other  avail- 
able source.  The  needs  and  the  calls  for  help  are  still  far  beyond  the 
means  of  our  Hospital  to  supply,  however.  We  hope  the  Mother's  Day 
offerings  will  continue  to  grow  in  our  Association  in  order  that  our 
Baptist  Hospital  may  provide  more  service  for  more  people  who  are 
sick  and  have  little  in  worldly  goods. 

Our  Baptist  Hospital  and  Bowman  Gray  School  of  Wake  Forest 
College  provide  training  for  young  women  and  young  men  who  are 
called  into  the  fields  of  nursing  and  medicine.  With  all  the  facilities 
available  in  a  great  hospital  and  medical  school  such  as  we  have, 
there  is  provided  a  quality  of  training  which  is  not  available  in  the 
average  institution.  A  number  of  those  now  in  training  there  are 
preparing  for  medical  mission  work.  We  urge  fine  young  men  and 
women  from  our  Baptist  churches  who  are  interested  in  these  im- 
portant fields  of  service  to  consider  going  there  for  their  training. 

The  Department  of  Religion  in  our  Baptist  Hospital  ministers  to  the 
spiritual  life  of  the  institution.  It  provides  a  chaplain  service  which 
seeks  to  carry  a  Christian  ministry  to  the  patients,  especially  to  those 
with  particular  spiritual  needs.  It  provides  a  religious  program  among 
the  students,  seeking  to  throw  about  them  influences  and  encourage- 
ments which  will  help  establish  Christian  faith  and  promote  spiritual 
growth.  It  offers  courses  in  pastoral  counselling  for  pastors  and  min- 
isterial students,  designed  to  prepare  the  prstor  better  to  minister  to 
his  people  in  their  personal  needs  and  problems.  This  department 
serves  as  a  link  between  our  hospital  and  our  churches  and  people 
when  we  have  needs  and  problems  in  relation  to  the  hospital. 

North  Carolina  Baptists  have  developed  in  their  hospital  an  out- 
standing center.    It  is  for  His  ministry  to  those  with  little  money  that 
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we  appeal  to  the  churches  of  our  Association  to  give  generously  on 
Mother's  Day.

The  key 
position  for  all  this  effort  must  be  at  home.  We  must  not  only  enlist 
recruits  to  carry  on  this  great  work  of  the  conquest  of  the  world  for 
Christ,  but  we  must  train  our  people  in  the  great  need  for  support 
oi  our  work  for  missions.

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On  Foreign  Mission 

When  our  Southern  Baptist  Convention,  in  session  in  Memphis  in 
May  of  this  year,  came  to  consider  Foreign  Missions — the  question  was 
"Mark  Time,  Retreat  or  Advance."  Some  of  the  disturbed  areas  of 
the  world  seemed  to  call  for  retreat.  Our  Missionaries  staying  on  the 
fields  in  many  places  in  the  Near  East,  China  and  Japan,  are  in  serious 
danger.  The  ever-increasing  need  for  capital  for  our  agencies  at 
home,  seem  to  call  that  we  stand  still.  The  question  with  many  is, 
"How  can  we  provide  these  millions  for  home  expenses,  and  at  the 
same  time  provide  for  an  Advance  Program  of  world  Missions?"  But 
our  Savior's  Command,  "Go  ye  into  all  the  w  o  r  1  d";  into 
a  broken,  lost  and  needy  world,  calls  loudly  and  clearly  that  we  ad- 
vance and  for  this  our  Southern  Baptist  Board  is  planning.  Can  we 
fail  to  answer  that  call?  We  have  provided  funds  for  partial  restora- 
tion of  destroyed  properties  and  equipment.  We  have  enlarged  the 
borders  of  our  efforts.  Where  in  1945  we  had  work  in  seventeen  (17) 
countries,  in  1947  we  are  aiding  Baptist  Churches  in  twenty-five  (25) 
separate  nations  in  different  areas  around  the  world.  We  have  in- 
creased our  staff  of  missionaries  from  462  in  1943  to  625  at  the  end 
of  1947.  Seventy-six  (76)  of  these  were  appointed  in  1947,  but  this 
go  in  in  our  number  of  workers  is  all  too  small  when  we  remember 
the  great  needs  of  our  world  today. 

•  The  Board  has  in  preparation  a  world-wide  program  for  Advance 
in  1949  and  the  years  immediately  following.  "Six  million  Southern 
B.  ptist  cannot  continue  to  answer  the  worlds  call,  with  600  mission- 
aries and  an  average  per  capita  gift  of  seventy  cents  (.70)  a  year." 
"Bring  ye  ail  the  tithes  into  the  storehouse."  The  God  in  whom  we 
believe,  the  faith  which  we  proclaim,  snd  the  needy  world,  all  call  for 
"Advance".  May  we  say  with  Livingstone,  "Anywhere  provided  it 
is  forward."

On  The  Orphanage 

Last  y^ar  six  hundred  and  eight  children  were  cared  for  in  bolh 
of  our  homes,  eighty-three  were  kept  in  our  foster  homes,  and  eighty

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one  children  helped  directly.  The  case  workers  helped  with  the  plans 
for  seven  hundred  and  forty-nine  other  children,  thus  we  served  a 
grand  total  of  one  thousand,  five  hundred  and  twenty  children. 

Old  buildings  need  renovation  and  new  ones  need  erection.  A 
drive  to  install  modern  heating  in  some  of  the  buildings  is  now  under- 
way. 

We  think  we  are  doing  a  great  work  but  we  must  recognize  the 
fact  that  twenty-three  of  our  churches  had  nothing  to  do  with  the 
great  program. 

Let  us  set  aside  one  Sunday  in  each  month  for  a  definite  offering 
to  this  great  work.

On  State  Mission 

North  Carolina  is  indeed  a  mission  field  white  unto  harvest,  as  are  all 
the  other  eighteen  states  and  the  District  of  Columbia  in  our  Southern 
Baptist  Convention.  S^ate  Missions  is  a  part  of  the  world  program 
of  MISSIONS.  Just  as  the  great  Atlantic  and  Pacific  oceans  are  kept 
flowing  by  the  contribution  the  little  spring  or  stream  at  the  head  of 
the  mountain  makes  so  are  state,  home,  and  foreign  missions  kept  by 
the  local  churches  of  the  state. 

In  1947  there  were  2,781  Baptist  churches  with  a  total  membership 
of  622,426  reported  in  North  Carolina.  If  one  were  to  visit  two  churches 
each  Sunday  it  would  tcke  almost  30  years  to  get  around.  This 
same  year  $14,000,000  were  brought  into  1he  treasuries  of  these 
churches  but  $11,000,000  of  this  was  spent  in  its  own  churches.  Less 
than  one-fifth  was  spent  for  missions.  ARE  WE  MISSIONARY- 
MINDED? 

Our  state  missions  program  seeks  to  render  service  to  all  types  of 
work  that  the  Master  taught  us  to  carry  on,  such  as  teaching,  preach- 
ing, and  healing.  In  each  of  the  rineteen  states  and  District  ol' 
Columbia  included  in  the  territory  of  the  Southern  Baptist  Conven- 
tion tl'-rough  the  State  Mission  Board,  churches  are  aided  in  securing 
proper  pastoral  leadership,  building  facilities,  trained  Sunday  School, 
Baptist  Training  Union,  Baptist  Student  Union,  and  Woman's  Mission- 
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ary  Union  Workers.  These  state  mission  boards  have  been  tremen- 
dous factors  in  making  our  Southland  the  greatest  Baptist  stronghold 
in  the  world. 

May  each  church  make  special  efforts  to  give  to  the  state  mission 
offering  the  fourth  Sunday  in  October  that  you  may  help  our  Baptist 
Mission  Program  to  expand  for  the  glory  of  God.

On  Associational  Missions 

The  program  of  associational  missions  is  indeed  a  step  made  toward 
progress  in  the  work  of  the  local  churches.  With  the  cooperating 
efforts  of  the  associations  and  the  Baptist  State  convention  there  are 
at  this  time  47  associational  missionaries  in  45  of  the  70  associations  of 
Carolina.  These  missionaries  are  working  in  cooperation  with  the 
pastors  and  leaders  of  the  local  churches  as  well  as  with  our  very 
capable  State  Superintendent  of  Associational  Missions,  Mr.  B.  W. 
Bullard. 

The  Tuckaseigee  Associational  Missionary  took  up  her  work  June 
1.  1948.    Since  that  time  the  following  report  is  given  of  work  done: 

Two  Daily  Vacation  BJble  School  clinics  were  held  at  central  points. 

31  Daily  Vacation  Bible  Schools  have  been  held  with  total  enroll- 
ment of  1528  and  average  attendance  of  1270.  (Five  of  these  churches 
conducted  theirs  without  help  outside,  26  of  these  churches  were  as- 
sisted by  either  your  missionary  or  Miss  Isabel  Hunt  who  has  done  a 
commendable  work  this  summer.) 

Three  Baptist  Training  Union  Study  courses  were  taught  and  new 
Unions  organized. 

One  Sunday  School  course  was  taught. 

27  churches  have  been  visited  one  or  more  times  by  your  missionary. 

16  other  churches  have  been  contacted  by  personal  visits  in  the 
church  community  with  either  pcstor  or  some  other  leader  of  the 
church. 

More  than  2,500  miles  have  been  traveled  by  your  missionary  in 
connection  with  her  work. 

Some  objectives  or  goals  for  the  associational  year  of  1948-49  are 
ns  follows: 

1.  Promote  work  of  Sunday  School,  organizing  new  Sunday  schools

standard. 

3.  Promote  work  of  W.  M.  U.,  organizing  new  W.  M.  U.s  and  help 
those  we  have  to  become  standard. 

4.  Make  complete  survey  of  conditions  and  needs  of  the  churches. 

5.  Plan  in  cooperation  with  officers  and  leaders,  a  well-balanced 
calendar  of  activities  for  year  1949. 

6.  Issue  a  regular  monthly  paper  or  bulletin. 

7.  Do  some  special  work  in  each  church  during  the  year. 

8.  Secure  at  least  20  club  subscriptions  to  the  Biblical  Recorder.

before  to  win  the  lost  and  train  those  we  win  in  Christian  Service.

On  Baptist  Training  Union 

The  report  of  the  Baptist  Training  Union  work  in  the  Tuckaseigee 
Association,  while  showing  good  work  in' some  instances  and  in  some 
churches,  is  nevertheless  made  with  a  feeling  of  regret  that  more 
has  not  been  accomplished  during  the  past  year. 

There  are  15  churches  in  the  Association  with  active  B.T.Us.  What 
about  the  other  churches  without  a  Training  Union?  Every  church 
should  have  a  Training  Union.  Are  we  satisfied  with  the  training 
our  boys  and  girls  are  getting?  How  about  the  Adult  Unions?  We 
must  have  the  adults  if  our  other  unions  make  a  success.  The  Asso- 
ciational  Missionary  is  very  active  in  the  Training  Union  work.  With 
her  help  and  the  churches  that  already  have  a  Training  Union,  why 
can't  we  have  this  important  training  in  every  church  in  the  Asso- 
ciation? May  we  depend  on  you  to  help  train  the  boys  and  girls  in 
our  churches  today  that  they  may  be  leaders  in  our  churches  of  to- 
morrow? 

During  the  past  year  we  held  five  associational  meetings.  The  meet- 
ings were  held  at  Scotts  Creek,  Esst  Sylva,  Webster,  Wilkesdale,  and 
Old  Savannah.  The  attendance  at  these  meetings  was  good  with  an 
average  of  seven  churches  represented.    The  District  B.T.U.  meeting 
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was  held  with  the  Sylva  church.  A  large  crowd  attended  this  meet- 
ing. The  program  was  inspiring  and  uplifting  to  all  those  who  attended. 
Our  State  Training  Union  Director,  Mr.  Harvey  Gibson,  with  several 
other  state  workers,  attended  this  meeting.  Mr.  Everett  White  pre- 
sided at  this  meeting. 

Are  you  satisfied  with  the  training  program  in  your  church?  If 
not,  what  are  you  going  to  do  about  it?  "Lift  up  your  eyes,  and  look 
on  the  fields;  for  they  are  white  already  to  harvest."  May  we  as 
Baptist  in  the  Tuckaseigee  Association  never  stop  until  we  have  an 
active  Baptist  Training  Union  in  every  church.

However  satisfied  the  people  of  our  nation  may  seem  to  be  with 
social  drinking  America  at  heart  is  sick  of  drink.  While  forty  mil- 
liors  drink  intoxicants,  one  hundred  million  others  do  not.  The  week- 
end hangover,  the  loss  of  self-control  and  self-respect,  the  disgusting 
liquor  advertisements  in  newspapers  and  magazines  and  on  the  air, 
the  long,  thirsty  lines  at  the  liquor  stores,  the  crime,  the  highway 
tragedies  all  have  done  much  to  prepare  the  public  mind  to  respond 
to  a  challenge  to  total  abstinence.

On  Cooperative  Program 

The  Co-operative  Program  of  Southern  Baptists  is  a  simple  but 
highly  successful  plan  whereby  each  individual  giver  and  each  church 
is  able  to  share  in  the  operation  of  all  phases  of  our  denominational 
work  carrying  out  the  great  commission  of  our  Lord.  It  is  a  system 
in  which  each  and  every  agency  of  the  Convention  benefits  proportion, 
ateiy  from  the  gilts  of  all  our  people.  The  program  is  scriptural, 
equitable,  and  economical. 

H:;re  is  how  it  works,  the  church  treasurer  sends  to  the  state  sec- 
re  ary  contributions  from  the  church  intended  for  outside  denomina- 
tional work.  The  state  secretary  divides  the  amount  between  state 
and  Southwide  causes  according  to  the  ratio  adopted  by  his  state 
convention. 

The  funds  for  state  causes  are  divided  among  the  different  agencies 
cf  the  state  convention  according  to  the  ratios  fixed  by  co-operating 
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Baptists  in  their  annual  state  meeting.  The  part  belonging  to  South- 
wide  agencies  is  sent  by  the  state  secretary  to  the  Southern  Baptist 
Convention  Executive  Committee  at  Nashville,  Tennessee,  where  it 
is  distributed,  as  received,  to  the  different  agencies  of  the  convention 
according  to  the  ratio  fixed  by  Co-operating  Baptists  at  the  annual 
Southern  Baptist  convention  sessions.  The  percentages  for  Southwide 
distribution  are  as  follows:

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Tuckaseigee  Baptist  Association  Constitution 

ARTICLE  I.  The  name  of  this  body  shall  be  the  Tuckaseigee  Baptist 
Association. 

ARTICLE  II.  The  purpose  of  this  Association  shall  be  the  extension 
of  Christ's  kingdom  on  earth,  creation  and  promotion  of  harmony,  in- 
telligence and  spiritual  power  of  the  church. 

ARTICLE  III.  (1)  The  association  shall  have  power  to  elect  and  in- 
stall its  officers  in  whatever  manner  the  body  may  deem  expedient. 
(2)  It  shall  have  power  to  recommend  measures  of  usefulness  and 
guidance  to  our  churches  in  matters  of  organization,  ordinations  and 
questions  of  doctrines  and  discipline.  (3)  The  association  shall  have 
no  power  to  infringe  upon  the  right  of  the  local  churches  as  sovereign 
and  independent  bodies. 

ARTICLE  IV.  ( 1 )  The  association  shall  be  composed  of  ministers  and 
messengers  selected  by  missionary  Baptist  churches  which  have  been 
previously  received  into  the  association.  (2)  The  pastor  and  four 
members  from  each  one  hundred  or  fraction  thereof  shall  shall  compose 
the  representation  of  each  church.  (3)  The  association  shall  be  the 
sole  judge  of  its  members.  (4)  Any  church  applying  to  the  association 
for  membership  by  letter  and  messenger  shall  come  under  the  watch- 
care  of  the  association  for  one  year  for  observation.  At  the  expira- 
tion of  that  time  if  it  is  still  their  will  they  may  be  voted  in  by  ma- 
jority vote  of  the  association  provided  they  have  an  acceptable  letter 
and  at  least  one  messenger  present  at  the  time. 

ARTICLE  V.  (1)  The  association  shall  hold  its  regular  session  on 
Thursday  and  Friday  preceding  the  3rd  Sunday  in  Aug.  (2)  The  mod- 
erator may  call  a  mid-year  session  at  his  pleasure. 

ARTICLE  VI.  The  officers  of  the  association  shall  be  a  moderator, 
\  ice-mtderator,  clerk,  assistant  clerk,  treasurer,  historian,  Sunday 
school  superintendent,  Baptist  Training  Union  leader.  Woman's  Mis- 
sionary Union  leader,  superintendent  of  evangelism,  and  president  of 
he  Deacons  organization. 

ARTICLE  VII.  The  moderator  shall  preside  and  maintain  the  order 
of  business  of  all  meetings  unless  he  otherwise  provides  for  the  mod- 
era  ion.  (2)  He  shall  appoint  all  committees  pertinent  to  the  operation 
of  the  body.  (3)  The  vice-moderator  shall  assist  the  moderator  and 
in  case  of  the  absence  or  incapacitation  of  the  moderator  he  shall 
act  in  his  st  ad  till  otherwise  provided  for.  (4)  The  clerk  shall 
keep  s.  complete  and  accurate  record  of  all  the  transactions  and  re- 
por  s  given  in  the  association  in  regular  or  called  meetings  and  cause 
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to  be  printed  a  minute  containing  the  records  made.  (5)  The  clerk 
shall  mail  to  the  clerk  of  each  church  in  the  association  blanks  for  the 
preparation  of  the  church  letter  as  soon  as  they  are  received  from 
the  board.  (6)  The  treasurer  shall  receive  and  disburse  by  order  of 
the  executive  committee  the  money  of  the  treasury  and  make  a  com- 
plete report  to  the  association  at  each  session.  (7)  It  shall  be  the  duty 
of  the  historian  to  keep  the  record  of  the  association  up  to  date. 
(8)  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  all  other  officers  to  execute  the  function  of 
their  office  pertinent  to  a  well  directed  association. 

ARTICLE  VIII.  All  officers  shall  be  elected  annually  at  the  discretion 
of  the  body. 

ARTICLE  IX.  The  business  of  the  association  shall  be  conducted 
according  to  Roberts  Parliamentary  Practice  or  in  a  manner  not  con- 
trary thereto. 

ARTICLE  X.  The  executive  committee  shall  be  composed  of  the 
moderator,  vice-moderator,  clerk,  treasurer  and  nine  other  members 
appointed  by  the  moderator.  Seven  of  these  members  shall  constitute 
a  quorum. 

ARTICLE  XL  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  executive  committee  to 
act  for  the  association  on  matters  arising  when  the  association  is  not 
in  session  and  to  make  a  report  of  all  work  to  the  next  session  of  the 
association. 

ARTICLE  XII.  The  associational  quorum  shall  be  the  number  pres- 
ent if  that  number  satisfies  the  will  of  the  moderator. 

ARTICLE  XIII.  The  association  shall  have  the  right  to  withdraw 
from  any  church  which  does  not  comply  with  the  rules  and  practices 
governing  a  Baptist  church. 

ARTICLE  XIV.  Each  church  clerk  shall  mail  to  the  clerk  of  the 
association  a  letter  properly  filled  on  the  blank  furnished  him  at  least 
two  weeks  prior  to  the  meeting  of  the  body. 

ARTICLE  XV.  This  constitution  shall  be  amended  by  a  majority 
vote,  providing  the  amendment  was  read  in  the  previous  session  of 
the  association.  Otherwise  two-thirds  majority  of  the  votes  caet  must 
be  in  favor  of  the  amendment.

Report  On  Evangelism  ^ 

It  is  time  we  Baptist  wake  up  to  our  greatest  need  and  challenge. 
I  think  our  greatest  need  is  a  Spiritual  awakening  and  a  great  revival 
of  the  Christian  Religion  in  our  churches.  Until  this  happens,  we 
will  not  see  many  lost  souls  saved.  We  need  a  great  refreshing  from 
heaven.  Then  we  will  go  to  witnessing  for  Christ  for  he  said,  "Ye 
shall  be  v/itnesses  unto  me,  in  Jerusalem.  Judea,  Samaria  and  to  the 
uttermost  parts  of  the  earth." 

We  have  in  the  United  States  69  million  people  who  are  lost:  more 
than  27  million  in  the  South,  in  North  Carolina  a  million  and  a  half, 
in  Jackson  county  8  or  10  thousand.  We  Baptist  in  the  South  are  respon- 
sibile.  In  North  Carolina  there  are  as  many  people  who  are  members 
of  Baptist  churches  as  there  are  who  are  members  of  all  other  churches, 
and  here  m  our  county  the  ratio  is  about  six  to  one.  If  we  don't  win 
then  they  will  die  in  their  sins. 

Out  of  thirty-eight  churches  reporting  13  reported  no  baptisms. 
Twenty-five  reported  244.  Some  churches  have  not  had  a  meeting, 
others  are  in  the  midst  of  one.  We  hope  the  results  from  these  meet- 
ings will  put  us  over  300. 

I  think  we  should  encourage  more  and  more  pastorial  evangelism 
and  stay  away  from  the  pressure  methods  used  by  some  of  the  travel- 
ing evangelists. 

The  simultaneous  revival  was  not  the  success  we  had  hoped  for.  Many 
conversions  were  reported.  But  let's  work  with  all  our  souls  and  energy 
to  win  all  we  can  for  Christ.  We  have  the  message  the  world  needs. 
The  good  news  of  Jesus.  A  message  of  life  and  hope  and  redemption 
for  a  lost  world.  Preachers  preach  it,  teachers  teach  it,  saints  live  it.

The  treasurer  of  the  church  sends  Cooperative 
Program  Funds  to  the  State  secretary.  Those  funds  are  then  divided 
among  the  several  causes  in  which  we.  as  a  denomination,  are  inter- 
ested.   The  division  is,  roughly,  as  follows:

Southwide  Objects  -  -   50% 

(Including  Home  and   Foreign   Missions,  Hospitals. 
Seminaries,  etc.) 

We  have,  through  the  years,  prided  ourselves  on  being  Missionary 
Baptists,  but  according  to  the  reports  received  up  to  noon  yesterday 
by  the  clerk  of  our  association,  only  18  out  of  the  47  churches  made 
any  contribution  to  the  Cooperative  Program  during  the  year  that  has 
just  closed.  True,  most  other  churches  made  some  contribution  to 
one  or  more  of  our  missionary  causes,  but  unless  we  wake  up  to  the 
needs  of  our  total  program,  we  are  in  danger  of  losing  our  Baptist 
heritage.  Salvation  is  the  free  gift  of  God,  but  it  takes  money  to  pro- 
claim the  Gospel  of  Jesus  Christ,  and  unless  we  of  the  Tuckaseigee 
Baptist  Association  do  our  share,  there  are  people  who  may  never 
hear  that  Good  News  of  salavation.  Let  us  be  missionary,  not  only 
in  name,  but  also  in  our  giving.

Report  On  North  Carolina  Baptist  Hopsital — 1949 

Teaching  and  healing,  two  of  the  principal  precepts  of  Christ's 
ministry,  are  the  main  objectives  of  your  Baptist  Hospital,  which,  to- 
gether with  the  Bowman  Gray  School  of  Medicine  of  Wake  Forest 
College,  forms  the  only  Baptist-owned  hospital  and  medical  school 
combined  in  the  world  today. 

Underlying  these  objectives  is  the  Christian  responsibility  of  caring 
for  the  poor  by  giving  them  the  medical  service  they  require  and  by 
ministering  to  the  sick  throughout  the  State. 

Funds  received  each  year  in  our  Mother's  Day  offerings  are  used  to 
pay  the  hospital  expenses  of  those  patients  who  can  pay  only  a  part  of 
the  cost  of  their  hospitalization  or  nothing  at  all.    Receipts  from  the 
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churches  in  Mother's  Day  offerings  in  1948  totaled  $141,150.51.  This 
included  the  value  of  linens  contributed  through  Woman's  Missionary- 
Union  and  estimated  at  $2,115.09  last  year.  Approximately  half  of 
the  8,800  bed  patients  admitted  to  the  hospital  in  1948  and  all  those 
seen  in  the  36,000  visits  made  to  the  outpatient  clinics  paid  no  doctor's 
fee  and  were  assisted  by  the  Mother's  Day  offering. 

Your  hospital  provided  more  free  service  in  1948  than  any  other 
denominationally  controlled  hospital  in  the  South.  Free  service  amount- 
ing to  $314,777.17  which  was  dispensed  to  patients  in  the  hospital  and 
the  out-patient  clinics,  was  made  possible  by  individual  contributions, 
welfare  agencies,  the  Duke  Endowment,  but  mainly  through  the 
Mother's  Day  offerings. 

The  Hospital  is  the  property  of  North  Carolina  Baptists  and  is  the 
concrete  expression  of  their  desire  to  minister  to  the  whole  person. 
A  patient's  need  for  pastoral  care  is  increased,  rather  than  lessened, 
by  his  physical  sickness.  To  meet  this  need,  the  hospital  has  established 
a  full  Department  of  Religion  with  a  director,  a  chaplain  and  a  student 
secretary.  Their  duties  consist  of  pastoral  care  of  patients,  the  pro- 
motion of  a  religious  program  for  nurses  and  medical  students,  includ- 
ing the  teaching  of  Bible  in  the  School  of  Nursing,  the  conducting  of  a 
program  of  Clinical  Pastoral  Training  for  pastors  and  theological 
students,  and  ministering  to  the  patients  and  their  families. 

The  chaplain  is  on  call  24  hours  a  day  at  the  hospital. 

The  Department  of  Religion  is  a  bridge  between  the  hospital  and  the 
parent  denomination  and  as  such  it  helps  to  keep  the  hospital  close  to 
the  motives  of  Christian  service  on  which  it  was  founded. 

We  earnestly  commend  the  work  of  our  Baptist  Hospital  to  the  loyal 
support  of  the  churches  of  our  Associations.  If  any  of  the  churches 
have  not  yet  made  a  special  offering  to  help  the  hospital  care  for  sick 
persons  who  cannot  bear  the  cost  themselves,  we  urge  them  to  set  a 
day  and  take  such  an  offering  at  an  early  date.  Any  church  can  at  any 
time  add  to  the  offering  it  has  already  made.  Every  dollar  we  send 
is  used  to  help  care  for  the  sick  who  are  not  able  to  pay  their  own  way.

Associational  Missionary's  Report 
August  18,  1949 

In  the  l^eginning  of  this  report  let  me  say  that  the  district  Associa- 
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tion  is  the  most  important  unit  in  our  Baptist  denominational  system. 
Therefore,  your  missionary  feels  with  all  humility  the  great  respon- 
sibility of  her  task.  Only  with  your  cooperation  and  prayers  and  God's 
Holy  Spirit,  as  leader,  has  the  work  gone  forward  in  the  past  year. 
Let  me  thank  you  pastors  and  church  leaders  for  your  spirit  of  under- 
standing   and  cooperation. 

The  work  of  an  associationaL  missionary  is  divided  into  about  four 
divisions.  First,  to  lead  in  General  Promotion  work  such  as,  (1)  assist- 
ing in  selection  and  training  of  associational  officers  and  planning 
meetings  of  the  organizations  in  association,  Sunday  School,  Training 
Union,  Woman's  Missionary  Union,  and  Brotherhood;  (2)  promote 
simultaneous  and  cooperative  activities  among  the  churches  as  Schools 
of  Missions,  Enlargement  Campaigns — Training  Union  and  Sunday 
School,  Training  Schools,  Pastor's  Schools,  Clinics,  Simultaneous 
Evangelistic  and  Stewardship  Campaigns  and  Deacon's  Schools;  (3) 
Plan  for,  prepare  and  distribute  Associational  Calendar  of  Activities 
(for  calendar  year);  (4)  Prepare  and  distribute  monthly  Associational 
bulletin. 

Second,  upon  invitation  of  church  assist  in  work  of  church  such  as 
Training  Schools  and  Enlargement  Campaigns,  Stewardship  revivals 
and  assistance  with  church  budgets,  Evangelistic  Campaigns,  Vacation 
Bible  Schools,  Assist  in  forming  church  fields,  assist  in  locating  pastors, 
encourage  subscriptions  to  denominational  papers,  various  confer- 
ences and  meetings. 

Third,  work  in  unchurched  areas  and  institutions  making  surveys 
to  discover  possibilities  and  opportunities,  Mission  Sunday  Schools, 
Vacation  Bible  Schools  in  mission  stations,  organize  new  churches, 
conduct  or  lead  churches  in  conducting  services  in  institutions. 

Fourth,  engage  in  personal  soul-winning,  discover  and  enlist  Young 
People,  inspire  and  encourage. 

To  do  the  above  work  there  must  be  much  time  given  to  prayer, 
study,  correspondence  and  travel. 

The  following  survey  will  give  a  partial  picture  of  work  done  by 
your  missionary  in  past  year.

One  of  the  most  successful  parts  of  our  work  in  the  association  for 
the  past  year  has  been  our  Vacation  Bible  School  program  with  Miss 
Jane  Russell  as  our  summer  worker.  Much  credit  is  due  Miss  Russell 
along  with  others  for  the  success  in  going  beyond  our  goal  of  40  Va- 
cation Bible  Schools,  having  41  schools  in  all.  There  were  1,964  pupils 
enrolled,  v/ith  average  attendance  of  1,545,  and  12  professions  of  faith. 

12  of  the  schools  held  were  in  churches  that  did  not  have  a  school 
last  year.   2  of  them  were  mission  schools. 

This  report  gives  a  gain  over  last  year  with  32  schools,  an  enroll- 
ment of  1,528  and  average  attendance  of  1,270.

State  Mission  Report  1948-49 

"Where  there  is  no  vision  the  people  perish". 

If  there  h  to  be  a  World  Program  of  Missions,  there  must  be  a  strong 
State  Mission  Program.  North  Carolina  will  be  Christian  as  each 
church  works  its  own  field  and  at  the  same  time  combines  gifts  and 
offerings  through  agency  of  State  Missions. 

Through  the  agency  of  State  Missions  we  seek  to  provide  a  minis- 
try of  Preaching,  of  Teaching,  and  of  Training  to  those  both  outside 
and  inside  our  churches;  to  those  of  other  races,  and  to  the  sick  and 
wayward  in  State  Institutions. .  Some  aid  is  given  in  helping  provide 
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church  plants  in  which  this  work  can  take  place. 

The  State  Mission  Program  comprises  19  activities.  These  are 
given  under  three  main  divisions:  First,  GRANTS  OF  MONEY,  (1) 
Purchase  of  new  church  lots,  (2)  Aid  to  Missionary  pastors,  (3)  Assist 
the  Negro  Convention,  (4)  Support  the  Allied  Church  League.  Second, 
SPECIAL  MINISTRIES,  (1)  Two  Summer  Assembles,  (2)  Two  Bap- 
tist Book  Stores,  (3)  Work  among  Silent  People,  (4)  Work  in  hospitals 
and  institutions,  (5)  Assist  Indian  Association.  Third,  MINISTRY  TO 
THE  CHURCHES,  (1)  Department  of  Sunday  School,  (2)  Department 
of  Training  Union,  (3)  Department  of  Student  Work,  (4)  Visual  Aids 
and  Radio,  (5)  Summer  Student  Program,  (6)  Department  of  Evan- 
gelism, (7)  Department  of  Rural  Church  Work.  (8)  Baptist  Brother- 
hood, (9)  Schools  for  Pastors  and  Deacons. 

Tuckaseigee  Association  has  receeived  much  benefit  from  the  State 
Mission  Program  in  the  past  year  through  money  for  church  lots,  aid 
to  Missionary  Pastors,  help  from  Sunday  School  Department,  Training 
Union  Department,  Summer  Student  Program,  etc.  May  we  in  turn 
do  our  part  to  promote  this  great  work. 

•  The  task  is  unfinished  in  North  Carolina.  There  is  an  urgent  need 
for  $500,000  each  year.  With  only  13c  of  the  Cooperative  dollar  going 
to  State  Missions  the  special  offerings  in  October  must  be  great.  A 
goal  for  Tuckaseigee  Association  of  $700  has  been  accepted.  Each  church 
must  do  its  share  if  this  goal  is  reached.  Surely  none  will  fail  Christ 
in  this  great  effort.

Report  Of  Sunday  School  Work 

We  have  just  closed  a  very  successful  year  in  our  Associational 
Sunday  School  work.  There  has  been  a  fine  spirit  of  cooperation 
by  the  pastors,  teachers,  and  officers,  as  well  as  others  who  realize 
the  value  of  Sunday  School  work  in  our  county> 

We  wish  to  thank  the  Associational  Sunday  School  officers  who 
have  served  in  the  past  year  for  their  cooperation  and  work.  You 
have  had  a  part  in  the  accomplishments  of  the  year  that  are  listed 
below. 

Our  Sunday  School  organization  has  held  12  mass  meetings  during 
the  year  with  average  attendance  of  about  125  people,  7  preachers, 
12  S.  S.  officers  and  teachers.  The  average  number  of  churches  rep- 
resented have  been  15. 

During  October  thirty-one  of  the  46  churches  were  visited  by  teams 
to  help  them  plan  their  work.  These  proved  to  be  very  helpful  and 
your  officers  for  the  coming  year  are  making  plans  for  a  team  to  visit 
every  church  during  October  and  November  of  this  year. 

We  have  46  Sunday  Schools  in  our  Association  with  an  enrollmoi^t 
of  around  8,000.  We  have  made  much  progress  concerning  Vacation 
Bible  Schools.  Forty-one  Vacation  Bible  Schools  have  been  held 
during  the  summer  with  an  enrollment  of  1,944  and  average  attend- 
ance of  1.545.  Three  of  these  were  mission  schools.  This  was  made 
possible  through  efforts  of  all  churches.  However,  we  feel  the  Vaca- 
tion Bible  School  Clinic  in  April,  with  Mr.  L.  L.  Morgan  and  Mrs. 
Myra  Motley  from  our  S.  S.  Department  leading,  was  a  great  help  as 
it  enabled  more  churches  to  have  their  own  school.  We  would  also 
like  to  give  credit  to  our  missionary,  Miss  Pauline  Snelson,  and  our 
summer  student  worker,  Miss  Jane  Russell,  for  the  great  accomplish- 
ment. 

Several  Sunday  School  study  courses  were  held  during  the  year. 
Many  used  STUDIES  IN  JOHN  by  Hill. 

During  the  year  there  have  been  two  new  Sunday  Schools  organized. 
There  has  been  a  considerable  increase  in  enrollment,  possibly  450  or 
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more. 

There  are  many  and  great  opportunities  to  be  realized  in  S.  S.  work 
here  in  our  Association.  There  is  no  limit  to  what  we  can  do  if  we 
will  humble  ourselves  and  give  our  best  to  the  task  before  us.  Our 
task  will  not  be  completed  in  Sunday  School  work  until  every  person 
is  reached  with  a  S.  S.  and  until  every  unsaved  person  in  our  county 
is  won  to  Christ. 

We  strongly  urge  every  pastor,  every  S.  S.  Superintendent,  and 
every  officer  and  teacher  to  give  your  full  support  to  our  Associational 
Sunday  School  organization.  We  want  you  to  help  make  it  better 
by  your  prayers,  suggestions,  and  active  participation  in  all  our  meet- 
ings. 

We  present  the  following  plans  for  next  year  in  Sunday  School  work 
which  we  hope  you  will  adopt  and  help  carry  out. 

1.  Have  teams  to  visit  every  Sunday  School  to  make  plans  for  com- 
ing year. 

2.  Hold  Vacation  Bible  School  Clinic  and  attempt  to  reach  a  goal  of 
45  Vacation  Bible  Schools  next  year. 

3.  Promote  an  Associational  Sunday  School  Enlargement  Campaign 
with  Mr.  Morgan  and  his  summer  workers  leading. 

4.  Strive  to  reach  the  Associational  Standard  of  Excellence  for  the 
Sunday  School.

Report  On  Foreign  Mission 

The  forces  of  the  Southern  Baptist  Convention  are  confronted  with 
another  challenge  to  conserve  the  host  of  people  of  the  East  for  Christ 
or  loose  them  again  to  the  destruction  of  another  war.  Japan  alone  is 
offering  us  a  field  for  four  hundred  Missionaries.  We  are  unable  to 
meet  one-tenth  of  this  call.  When  we  contrast  the  cost  in  cash,  tears, 
and  suffering  with  that  of  the  maintenance  of  an  adequate  mission 
field,  we  are  paralyzed  with  the  vast  difference  and  our  astounding 
complacency  of  our  political,  religious,  and  social  forces.  In  the 
recently  passed  war  it  cost  the  world  thousands  of  dollars  to  kill  a 
soldier;  whereas  it  cost  the  Southern  Baptist  people  less  than  a  hun- 
dred dollars  to  lead  a  soul  to  Christ  in  the  same  time  and  place. 

We  are  only  now  approaching  a  status  of  normal  operation  in  our 
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foreign  mission  work.  But  considering  the  losses  sustained  in  the 
war,  we  are  at  this  time  still  under  normal  operation.  Our  foreign 
mission  field  should  at  least  be  doubled. 

The  world's  entire  surface  should  be  our  field  and  its  entire  popu- 
lation should  be  our  aim  to  reach  with  the  message  of  Christ.

Report  On  Christian  Education  And  Wake  Forest  College 
To  Tuckaseigee  Baptist  Association 

Southern  Baptists  have  an  investment  of  $115,131,099.45  in  three 
seminaries,  twenty-nine  universities  and  senior  colleges,  twenty-three 
junior  colleges  and  eight  academies  and  training  schools.  Two-thirds 
of  this  sum  is  in  buildings  and  equipment,  and  one-third  is  in  endow- 
ment. For  the  two-thirds  to  be  soundly  invested  the  endowment 
should  be  made  to  equal  the  other  two-thirds.  Valuable  as  the  dollars 
are  they  can  scarcely  be  com.pared  with  the  value  of  the  expanding 
influence  of  the  Christian  training  in  our  Baptist  schools. 

The  total  enrollment  in  all  our  schools  for  1948-1949  is  54,979.  It  is 
heartening  to  report  that  there  is  an  increase  in  the  number  of  minis- 
terial students  in  our  seminaries,  universities,  of  the  enrollment  in  our 
academies.  The  enrollment  of  volunteers  for  special  work  in  religious 
fields  shows  an  increase  in  all  our  schools. 

Approximately  80%  of  our  colleges  are  members  of  the  Southern 
Association  of  Colleges  or  the  North  Central  Association  of  Colleges 
and  Secondary  Schools,  Three  were  admitted  this  year.  One  of  them 
is  Gardner-Webb  Junior  College  of  this  state.  There  are  nineteen 
building  campaigns  now  in  progress  among  our  institutions. 

Our  schools  make  one  of  their  greatest  contributions  to  education  by 
training  Christian  teachers  who  teach  in  tax  supported  schools  which 
train  our  boys  and  girls  in  the  elementary  field.  We  deeply  realize 
now  as  never  before  that  this  is  true.  Nor  is  this  all  we  realize.  We 
need  more  Christian  men  and  women  in  the  field  of  medicine,  politics, 
education,  law  business,  social  work,  and  in  our  homes. 

Wake  Forest  College  is  now  in  one  of  the  greatest  building  programs 
which  has  ever  been  claimed  by  the  Baptist  of  North  Carolina.  This 
will  bring  Christian  education  on  a  senior  college  level  within  the 
reach  of  any  one  who  wishes  to  claim  the  blessing  of  a  Christian  edu- 
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cation.  North  Carolina  Baptists  must  meet  the  challenge  and  break 
dirt  on  the  new  ground  by  July  1,  1952.  Tuckaseigee  Association  must 
not  only  pledge  but  raise  every  cent  of  our  quota.

Report  On  Orphanage 

Since  tha  establishment  of  our  Orphanage  on  August  5,  1885  thou- 
sands of  homeless  boys  and  girls  have  been  cared  for  in  our  homes. 
Last  year  we  helped  793  children  in  Mills  Home,  Kennedy  Home,  in 
foster  homes,  and  helped  other  needy  children  in  their  homes  with 
their  mothers.  We  extended  help  to  22  more  children  than  we  did  in 
1947  and  93  more  than  in  1946;  thus  our  work  continues  to  grow  and 
serve  the  homeless  ones  within  our  state. 

NEW  BUILDINGS 

A  new  cottage — one  that  is  costing  over  sixty-six  thousand  dollars 
— is  soon  to  be  opened  at  Kennedy  Home  which  will  enable  us  to  care 
for  24  more  children;  and,  on  February  10th,  we  opened  our  new 
freezer  plant  there,  the  one  at  Mills  Home  having  been  opened  late 
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last  fall. 

IMRROVEMENTS 

Many  of  our  buildings  are  old,  hence  have  to  be  repaired  from  time 
to  time.  But  we  hope,  after  this  year,  that  most  of  our  buildings  will 
be  in  such  good  shape  that  but  few  repairs  will  have  to  be  made  dur- 
ing the  next  five  years. 

OVER  SPENT 

Last  year,  because  it  was  necessary  to  erect  some  new  buildings,  and 
to  improv3  the  old  ones,  and  because  of  the  high  cost  of  everything, 
we  spent  $56,000.00  more  than  we  received;  and  this  year,  as  it  appears 
now,  we  are  going  to  do  the  same — spend  fifty  thousand  more  than 
we  receive.  We  have  not  gone  in  the  "red"^ — just  had  to  dip  into  our 
reserve  funds  which  we  had  laid  aside  for  a  "rainy  day,"  for  such  a 
time  as  this. 

ADEQUATE  SUPPORT 

If  our  Orphanage  is  to  continue  its  outstanding  service  to  the  hun- 
dreds of  nomeless  ones,  who  come  to  us  from  year  to  year,  a  more 
adequate  support  must  be  given.  Some  of  our  churches,  in  putting 
the  Orphanage  in  their  budgets,  have  not,  it  seems,  given  a  large 
enough  percentage.  If  our  Sunday  schools  and  churches  will  increase 
the  amounts  set  aside  for  Orphanage  work  in  their  budgets,  and  if 
the  other  Sunday  schools  and  churches  will  continue  their  once  a 
month  offerings,  and  all  will  make  an  inspiring  offering  at  Thanks- 
giving we  will  be  able  to  carry  on  the  great  work  we  are  doing  with- 
out sustaining  any  loss  at  the  end  of  the  year. 

AN  ORPHANAGE  REPRESENTATIVE 

We  are  asking  that  each  association  elect  an  interested  Orphanage 
Representative — one  who  will  urge  each  church  and  Sunday  school 
to  contribute,  regularly,  to  our  Orphanage;  that  a  worthy  offering  be 
made  at,  or  near,  Thanksgiving,  and  that  copies  of  Charity  and  Chil- 
dren are  received  weekly  by  each  church.  If  this  is  done,  faithfully, 
the  cause  of  the  homeless  and  dependent  children  will  be  more  in- 
telligently and  adequately  supported. 

THE  CONDITION  OF  OUR  INSTITUTION 

Both  the  outside  and  the  inside  of  our  buildings  are  being  kept  up 
well,  the  health  of  our  children  is  excellent,  and  the  spirit  of  coopera- 
tion, among  our  workers,  is  as  fine  as  can  be  found  in  any  institution. 
And  we  lake  so  seriously  our  work  that  we  meet,  daily,  for  Bible 
reading  and  prayer,  praying  for  every  phase  of  our  work,  and  for 
every  one  who  gives  to  carry  it  on.  We,  too,  are  economizing  in  every 
department  and  are  hoping  to  save  several  thousand  dollars  this  year.

Report  On  Baptist  Training  Union 

The  report  of  the  Baptist  Training  Union  is  made  with  a  feeling  of 
gratitude  and  thanksgiving  for  the  work  that  has  been  accomplished 
in  the  past  year.  We  believe  there  has  been  a  steady  growth  in  the 
training  field  in  spiritual,,  numerical  and  efficiency.  As  a  result  of 
this  growth,  may  we  look  forward  to  greater  accomplishments  in  the 
new  year.  Let  us  set  as  our  goal  for  the  next  year  a  Standard  Associa- 
tional  Training  Union,  with  an  active  training  union  in  at  least  25 
churches  of  our  46.  We  can  do  this.  May  we  depend  on  you  as  a 
church  and  as  an  individual  to  help  reach  this  goal.  Thereby  provid- 
ing this  Christian  training  that  is  of  vital  importance  to  our  boys  and 
girls  .  Remember  these  boys  and  girls  of  today  will  be  the  leaders  of 
tomorrow. 

During  the  past  year  we  were  very  fortunate,  indeed,  to  have  our 
State  Training  Union  Director,  Mr.  Harvey  T.  Gibson,  with  25  workers 
in  a  simultaneous  study  course  in  our  association.  Eighteen  churches 
took  workers.  This  campaign  was  very  successful  in  all  departments. 
We  had  a  total  enrollment  of  1,000  and  an  average  attendance  of  729. 
This  was  concluded  with  a  mass  meeting  at  Scotts  Creek  Church.  We 
had  16  churches  represented  with  an  attendance  of  500  people.  We 
also  had  3  other  mass  meetings  during  the  year.  These  were  held  at  Bal- 
sam, Lovedale,  and  Jarrett  Springs  Memorial  churches.  All  v/ere  well 
attended.  We  had  4  Study  Courses  taught  by  our  Missionary,  other 
than  the  campaign  mentioned  above. 

We  now  have  17  active  B.  T.  U.'s  in  our  Association  and  are  looking 
forward  to  organizing  more  in  the  near  future. 

Let  us  put  our  shoulder  to  the  wheel  of  Christian  service  and  go 
forward  with  this  work  of  training  men,  women,  boys,  and  girls,  that 
they  may  be  better  prepared  to  serve  God,  in  carrying  our  his  Great 
Commission.

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Report  On  Temperance 

"Self-knowledge,  self-reverence,  self-control.  These  three  alone 
lead  to  sovereign  power." 

It  seems  that  almost  from  the  beginning  of  time  people  have  been 
familiar  with  the  effects  of  beverage  alcohol  on  human  behavior.  When 
a  person  drinks  beer,  wine,  whiskey,  or  cocktails,  he  is  guilty  of 
sabotage  of  his  brain.  The  first  and  most  serious  damage  of  liquor  is 
to  the  brain  and  nervous  system. 

From  ail  reports  there  is  more  wine,  beer,  and  strong  drink  being 
used  today  than  at  any  time  in  history.  A  large  percent  of  the  crime 
and  accidents  on  our  highways  are  caused  by  strong  drink. 

We  feel  that  it  is  wrong  for  our  state  to  legalize  the  sale  of  alcoholic 
beverages.  The  dry  leaders  over  the  state  have  been  doing  their  best 
to  bring  the  issue  before  the  people  for  a  vote  but  have  failed  in  their 
efforts.  I  think  we  should  begin  with  our  children  and  their  children, 
teaching  them  of  the  effects  of  alcohol  and  pray  that  they  will  see 
that  we  have  a  dry  state  in  the  future.  The  majority  of  people  are 
against  the  drinking  of  alcohol  so  now  is  a  good  time  to  prepare  the 
public  mind  to  respond  to  a  challenge  to  total  abstinence. 

The  only  safe  course  is  total  abstinence.  Self-respect,  self-control, 
honor,  health,  a  mind  undimmed  by  drink,  and  Christian  influence  de- 
mand abstinence  from  all  forms  of  beverage  alcohol.

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Tuckaseigee  Baptist  Association  Constitution 

 o  

ARTICLE  I.  The  name  of  this  body  shall  be  the  Tuckaseigee  Baptist 
Association. 

ARTICLE  II.  The  purpose  of  this  Association  shall  be  the  extension 
of  Christ's  kingdom  on  earth,  creation  and  promotion  of  harmony,  in- 
telligence and  spiritual  power  of  the  church. 

ARTICLE  III.  (1)  The  association  shall  have  power  to  elect  and  in- 
stall its  officers  in  whatever  manner  the  body  may  deem  expedient. 
(2)  It  shall  have  power  to  recommend  measures  of  usefulness  and 
guidance  to  our  churches  in  matters  of  organization,  ordinations  and 
questions  of  doctrines  and  discipline.  (3)  The  association  shall  have 
no  power  to  infringe  upon  the  right  of  the  local  churches  as  sovereign 
and  independent  bodies. 

ARTICLE  IV.  (1)  The  association  shall  be  composed  of  ministers  and 
messengers  selected  by  missionary  Baptist  churches  which  have  been 
previously  received  into  the  association.  (2)  The  pastor  and  four 
members  from  each  one  hundred  or  fraction  thereof  shall  compose 
the  representation  of  each  church.  (3)  The  association  shall  be  the 
sole  judge  of  its  members.  (4)  Any  church  applying  to  the  association 
for  membership  by  letter  and  messenger  shall  come  under  the  watch - 
care  of  the  association  for  one  year  for  observation.  At  the  expira- 
tion of  that  time  if  it  is  still  their  will  they  may  be  voted  in  by  ma- 
jority vota  of  the  association  provided  they  have  an  acceptable  letter 
and  at  least  one  messenger  present  at  the  time. 

ARTICLE  V.  (1)  The  association  shall  hold  its  regular  session  on 
Thursday  and  Friday  preceding  the  3rd  Sunday  in  Aug.  (2)  The  mod- 
erator may  call  a  mid-year  session  at  his  pleasure. 

ARTICLE  VI.  The  officers  of  the  association  shall  be  a  moderator, 
vice-moderator,  clerk,  assistant  clerk,  treasurer,  historian,  Sunday 
school  superintendent,  Baptist  Training  Union  leader.  Woman's  Mis- 
sionary Ui:ion  leader,  superintendent  of  evangelism,  and  president  of 
the  Deacons  organization. 

ARTICLE  VII.  The  moderator  shall  preside  and  maintain  the  order 
of  business  of  all  meetings  unless  he  otherwise  provides  for  the  mod- 
eration. (2)  He  shall  appoint  all  committees  pertinent  to  the  operation 
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of  the  body.  (3)  The  vice-moderator  shall  assist  the  moderator 
and  in  case  of  the  absence  or  incapacitation  of  the  moderator  he 
shall  act  in  his  stead  till  otherwise  provided  for.  (4)  The  clerk  shall 
keep  a  complete  and  accurate  record  of  all  the  transactions  and  re- 
ports given  in  the  association  in  regular  or'  called  meeting  and  cause 
to  be  printed  a  minute  containing  the  records  made.  (5)  The  clerk 
shall  mail  to  the  clerk  of  each  church  in  the  association  blanks  for  the 
preparation  of  the  church  letter  as  soon  as  they  are  received  from 
the  board.  (6)  The  treasurer  shall  receive  and  disburse  by  order  of 
the  executive  committee  the  money  of  the  treasury  and  make  a  com- 
plete report  to  the  association  at  each  session.  (7)  It  shall  be  the  duty 
of  the  historian  to  keep  the  record  of  the  association  up  to  date. 
(8)  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  all  other  officers  to  execute  the  function  of 
their  office  pertinent  to  a  well  directed  association. 

ARTICLE  VIII.  All  officers  shall  be  elected  annually  at  the  discretion 
of  the  body. 

ARTICLE  IX.  The  business  of  the  association  shall  be  conducted 
according  to  Roberts  Parliamentary  Practice  or  in  a  manner  not  con- 
trary thereto. 

ARTICLE  X.  The  executive  committee  shall  be  composed  of  the 

moderator,  vice-moderator,  clerk,  treasurer  and  nine  other  members 
appointed  by  the  moderator.  Seven  of  these  members  shall  constitute 
a  quorum. 

ARTICLE  XI.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  executive  committee  to 
act  for  the  association  on  matters  arising  when  the  association  is  not 
in  session  and  to  make  a  report  of  all  work  to  the  next  session  of  the 
association. 

ARTICLE  XII.  The  associational  quorum  shall  be  the  number  pres- 
ent if  the  number  satisfies  the  will  of  the  moderator. 

ARTICLE  XIII.  The  association  shall  have  the  right  to  withdraw 
from  any  church  which  does  not  comply  with  the  rules  and  practices 
governing  a  Baptist  church. 

ARTICLE  XIV.  Each  church  clerk  shall  mail  to  the  clerk  of  the 
association  a  letter  properly  filled  on  the  blank  furnished  him  at  least 
two  weeks  prior  to  the  meeting  of  the  body. 

ARTICLE  XV.  This  constitution  shall  be  amended  by  a  majority 
vote,  providing  the  amendment  was  read  in  the  previous  session  of 
the  association.  Otherwise  two-thirds  majority  of  the  votes  cast  must 
be  in  favor  of  the  amendment.

Foreign  Mission  Report 

As  we  take  a  look  at  our  mission  program  for  the  past  year  we  find 
that  the  keynote  has  been  advance.  Advance  has  been  retarded  only 
in  China,  but  even  this  situation  is  causing  advance  in  other  areas. 

Southern  Baptists  have  mission  work  in  thirty  geographical  areas. 
In  seven  of  these  fields,  the  work  is  carried  on  by  nationalists  without 
missionary  personnel.  The  Foreign  Mission  board  has  approximately 
700  active  missionaries  under  appointment  in   119  mission  centers. 
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During  the  year  1949,  67  additional  appointments  were  made,  with  mis- 
sionaries taking  up  work  in  twelve  countries. 

On  the  foreign  mission  field,  we  have  1,837  churches  with  a  mem- 
bership of  145,41]  Of  these  churches,  758  are  self-supporting.  Baptisms 
for  the  past  year  in  these  churches  number  13,322. 

Great  work  is  being  done  through  our  schools  in  mission  areas. 
We  now  have  a  total  of  304  schools,  including  kindergartens,  elementary 
and  high  schools,  and  seminaries.  The  number  of  pupils  enrolled  are 
26,733.  The  program  of  training  national  Christian  leaders  in  all  areas 
is  being  enlarged.  This  includes  the  orgienization  of  additional  semi- 
naries in  South  America,  Europe,  and  Nigeria.  Similar  developments 
are  taking  place  in  the  realm  of  medical  missions,  although  we  have  no 
report  from  China,  where  most  of  our  medical  work  is  done. 

Surveys  are  now  under  way  looking  toward  the  possibility  of  our 
undertaking  missionary  work  in  India.  Even  with  the  porbability  that 
our  program  in  China  will  be  decreased  for  the  time  being.  It  is  probable 
that  our  undertaking  in  the  Orient  as  a  whole  will  be  much  larger  in  the 
future  than  ever  before. 

Advance  abroad  is  dependent  upon  advance  at  home.  God  is  call- 
ing Southern  Baptists  to  go  forward,  wide  open  doors  of  opportunity 
are  before  us,  "Let  us  go  up  at  once  and  possess  the  land  for  we  are 
well  able."

Report  On  State  Missions 

The  State  Mission  program  is  a  huge  program  having  as  its  main 
objective  NORTH  CAROLINA  FOR  CHRIST.  In  this  program  are 
eighteen  different  activities.  A  budget  of  at  least  $350,000.00  is  needed 
each  year.  At  the  moment,  the  Board  can  count  on  only  about  $160,- 
000.00  from  the  Cooperative  Program.  Thus,  a  like  amount  must  be 
secured  through  designations  if  such  program  is  to  be  carried  on;  cer- 
tainly until  such  time  as  we  can  build  a  Cooperative  Program  of  two  to 
two  and  a  half  million  dollars  a  year.  It  must  be  remembered  that  all 
the  work  of  the  Convention  is  embrased  upon  the  head  of  State  Missions, 
except  that  committed  by  Charter  to  the  Schools,  the  orphanage,  and  the 
hospital.  It  is  not  too  much  to  say  that  State  Missions  is  the  "Tap  root" 
of  all  the  work  Baptists  are  tring  to  cause  to  grow. 

I  would  like  to  call  to  your  attention  some  of  the  facts  about  the 
eighteen  activities  which  are  sponsored  by  our  State  Misison  offerings 
and  that  share  that  is  taken  from  the  Cooperative  Program: 
1.    Missionary  Pastoral  Assistance 

Our  State  Mission  Program  has  93  Missionary  Pastors.  These  93 
Pastors  preached  7,566  sermons.  1,662  persons  were  saved  during  these 
sermons.  These  93  pastors  baptized  1,368  persons  and  did  many  other 
activities,  too  numerous  to  mention, 

2.    Church  Extension 

A  total  of  $20,575.00  went  to  aid  churches  in  the  State  during  a 
period  from  October  1,  1948  through  September  30,  1949.  Two  churches 
from  our  Association  received  $100.00  each — Yellow  Mountain  Church 
and  Pine  Creek  Church. 
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3.  Summer  Student  Program 

A  number  of  students  were  used  this  past  summer  by  our  State 
Mission  Board.  The  Board  feels  that  this  program  is  well  worthwhile 
in  that  it  aids  churches,  provided  experience  for  the  young  people  who 
plan  to  give  their  full  time  to  Christian  service  in  the  years  ahead,  and 
also  provides  some  income  for  them  to  help  in  continuing  their  training. 

4.  Department  Of  Evangelism 

Secretary,  J.  C.  Canipe  continues  his  work  in  the  evangelistic  field 
in  addition  to  his  duties  as  Director  of  the  School  of  Ministers  at  Fruit- 
land.  He  finds  time,  however,  to  hold  some  meetitigs  in  individual 
churches.  He  held  16  such  revivals.  There  were  64  additions  by  letter 
and  314  Baptisms.  Other  activities  were  reported  by  this  department 
but  time  and  space  does  not  permit  my  mentioning  these. 

5.    Department  Of  Radio  And  Visual  Education 

In  this  phase  of  work,  headed  by  L.  J.  Morris,  $12,000.00  was  spent 
in  advancing  the  cause  of  Christ  by  radio.  The  aim  of  this  department 
is  "Light  For  Living." 

6.    Work  Among  The  Indians 

We  are  happy  to  report  that  at  the  present  time  the  Board  is  making 
it  possible  to  have  two  full-time  workers  among  the  Indians  in  Robeson 
County,  the  Rev.  Harvie  Brewington  and  Miss  Anna  Mae  Locklear.  Some 
work,  also,  is  being  done  in  Person  County  by  Rev.  Robert  Lee  Edwards. 
7.    Cooperative  Work  With  The  General  Baptist  State  Convention 

This  department  helped  the  Negro  Convention  through  a  direct 
appropriation  in  the  amount  of  $2,400.00  a  year  to  help  with  the  salaries 
of  workers.  An  additional  $300.00  was  given  to  help  them  promote 
Vacation  Bible  Schools. 

8.    Work  At  The  Sanatoriums  And  At  Samarcand 

By  special  arrangements  the  Board  makes  a  small  appropriation  to 
pastors  serving  churches  near  the  sanatoriums.  The  Baptists  of  North 
Carolina,  through  our  State  Board,  are  sharing  in  which  I  believe  to 
be  a  very  profitable  ministry  at  the  State  Correctional  Institution  for 
girls  at  Samarcand. 

9.    The  Allied  Church  League 

To  the  Allied  Church  League  the  Board  made  an  appropriation  of 
$8,500.  00.  We  rejoice  in  the  success  which  has  attended  the  efforts  of 
Executive  Director  R.  M.  Mauss,  along  with  local  groups  in  Counties 
and  cities  where  elections  have  been  won  to  disband  alcohol  beverages 
of  all  kinds.  Let  us  continue  our  fight  to  discontinue  the  sale  of  alco- 
holics beverages  in  North  Carolina. 

10.    Department  Of  Rural  Church  Work 

This  program  is  sponsored  jointly  by  Wake  Forest  College  and  the 
State  Board.  This  plan  includes  teaching  at  the  college,  making  rural 
church  surveys,  and  in  doing  as  much  field  work  as  possible  in  an  effort 
to  discover  how  better  to  adapt  the  Kingdom  program  of  Christ  to  the 
country  church  and  its  community. 

11.    Work  Among  The  Silent  People 

Last  year  the  Board  authorized  the  election  of  C.  E.  Jones  to  serve 
as  a  Missionary  among  the  Silent  People  of  the  State.  There  are  some 
3,000  of  these,  and  Mr.  Jones  has  been  very  successful  in  reaching  a 
great  many  of  them.    During  the  past  15  months  Mr.  Jones  only  missed 
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one  Sunday  speaking  to  a  group  of  the  deaf.  It  is  a  service  in  which 
we  can  take  reasonable  pride. 

12.  Schools  For  Ministers  And  Deacons 
Fruitland  and  Seaside  are  the  two  schools  operated  by  State  Board 
for  those  ministers  who  will  take  advantage  of  these  opportunities  at 
a  nominal  fee.  We  hope  that  more  pastors  will  enlist  in  these  schools, 
and  prepare  themselves  to  carry  on  the  Master's  work  in  a  more  force- 
ful manner. 

The  records  also  show  that  many  schools  were  conducted  for  dea- 
cons throughout  the  State. 

13.    The  Baptist  Brotherhood 

This  is  a  new  department  of  State  Mission  work.  Action  was  taken 
some  time  ago  in  the  election  of  Horace  Easom  to  become  Secretary 
of  the  Baptist  Brotherhood  and  the  Baptist  Foundation.  We  hope  to 
hear  good  things  from  this  department  in  the  near  future. 

14.    Sunday  School  And  Vacation  Bible  School  Division 

The  Sunday  School  work  in  our  State  lead  by  Secretary  L.  L.  Morgan 
has  gone  forward  in  a  magnificent  way.  As  stated  before,  many  summer 
workers  were  used  under  Mr.  Morgan's  supervision,  and  have  meant 
much  to  all  the  churches  in  the  State. 

The  enrollment  of  our  Sunday  Schools  throughout  the  State  has 
increased  since  1945,  which  was  22,432,  to  an  increasing  number  of  48,- 
964  in  1949.  Many  new  church  and  educational  buildings  have  been 
built  during  the  past  year.  Enlargement  campaigns,  Bible  Teaching 
Clinics,  and  teaching  in  administrative  work  were  held  during  the  past 
year.  Encouraging  goals  and  recommendations  have  been  set  for  the 
coming  year. 

Under  the  leadership  of  Mrs.  Myra  S.  Motley,  the  Vacation  Bible 
School  work  in  our  State  has  made  remarkable  progress.  Known  and 
reported  Schools  (as  of  November  2,  1949)  were  1,850;  Enrolled  in 
Schools,  155,690;  Conversions  reported  2,959;  Total  Mission  offerings 
$18,028.00;  Negro  Schools  52,  and  children  not  enrolled  in  Sunday  School 
4,730.  A  comparison  with  1948  reports  show  an  increase  in  every  item 
in  this  summary. 

15.    Training  Union  Division 

With  the  leadership  of  Mr.  Harvey  I.  Gibson,  iDrector  Personel  of 
our  Training  Union  Division  and  assisted  by  four  other  capable  persons 
and  many  summer  workers,  this  department  has  gone  forward  in  a 
very  successful  manner.  Six  associational-wide  enlargement  campaigns 
have  been  conducted.  There  are  at  present  approximately  1,200  church- 
es that  have  Training  Unions.  Central  leadership  Training  Schools  were 
held  in  the  Caldwell,  Beulah,  Stanley,  Haywood,  Sandy  Creek,  Dan 
Valley,  Bladen  and  Camarrus  Associations.  Three  associational  officers' 
planning  meetings  were  held.  In  cooperation  with  all  Southern  Baptist, 
one  annual  simultaneous  amss  meeting  was  promoted  and  ten  Regional 
Conventions  were  held.  We  can  truthfully  say  the  Training  Union  Work 
is  growing. 

16.    The  Student  Union  Division 

This  division  is  under  the  supervision  of  Secretary  James  W.  Ray. 
This  department  has  leaders  in  all  the  leading  colleges  in  the  State. 
All  of  these  Department  Staff  members  are  doing  a  good  job.    We  are 
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grateful  for  all  the  fine  work  that  is  being  done.  This  program  under 
the  leadership  of  12  workers  enrolled  8,585  Baptist  students  in  the  var- 
ious colleges  throughout  the  State  in  their  work. 

17.    The  Baptist  Book  Store 

We  have  within  our  State  two  Baptist  Book  Stores — one  located 
at  Raleigh,  and  the  other  at  Charlotte.  Each  store  has  eleven  staff  mem- 
bers. These  stores  exist  for  one  purpose  only — to  be  of  service  to  the 
Baptist  Churches  and  the  Baptist  people  in  North  Carolina.  To  this  end, 
every  effort  is  made  to  keep  in  stock  books  of  all  kinds  to  meet  the 
demands  of  ever  expanding  programs  in  the  churches. 

18.  Summer  Assemblies 
The  Board  operates  two  summer  assemblies,  one  at  Fruitland  and 
the  other  at  Seaside.  These  two  summer  assemblies  are  almost  self- 
supporting.  Fruitland  is  owned  by  State  Board  while  Seaside  is  leased. 
Some  several  months  ago  another  assembly  was  purchased,  which  is 
known  as  Caswell.  As  of  October  31,  1949,  the  Baptist  State  Conven- 
tion had  assets,  present  market  value,  Real  Estate  and  buildings  $1,- 
089,300.00  .  .  .  Liabilities  $472,700.00.

Report  On  Home  Missions 

The  annual  report  of  the  Home  Mission  Board  for  1949  magnifies 
the  fruits  of  evangelism.  In  Simultaneous  Evangelistic  Crusades,  led 
by  the  three  workers  in  the  Department  of  Evangelism  of  the  Home 
Mission  Board,  7,780  baptisms  were  reported  with  11,875  additions  to 
the  churches  participating  in  crusades  personally  directed  by  staff  mem- 
bers. The  year  of  evangelism  reported  by  Southern  Baptists  showing 
334,862  baptisms  brings  joy  to  all  Southern  Baptists.  The  Department 
of  Evangelism  has  occasion  for  special  rejoicing,  both  in  fruits  already 
reported  and  in  evangelistic  crusades  being  consummated  in  the  great- 
est effort  for  evangelism  made  by  any  religious  body.  Baptist  chap- 
lains reported  4,893  professions  of  faith.  Not  counting  the  above  re- 
ports, home  missionaries  during  1949  reported  35,913  conversions. 
New  Churches  And  Missions 

During  the  year  the  reports  showed  165  new  churches  constituted 
and  577  new  missions  opened.  Most  of  the  new  missions  will  grow  into 
churches.  Thus  from  year  to  year  the  number  of  new  churches  con- 
stituted will  grow  as  emphasis  is  given  to  the  establishment  of  missions. 

New  Buildings 

During  1949  fifty  new  buildings  were  either  completed  or  were 
under  construction.  Fifty-four  pieces  of  home  mission  property  were 
improved.  Appropriations  for  building  projects  during  the  year  amount- 
ed to  $751,896.85. 

Missionary  Personnel 

A  total  of  779  regular  missionaries  served  the  Home  Mission  Board 
during  the  year  and  251  summer  student  workers  gave  ten  weeks  of 
mission  service,  making  a  grand  total  of  1,030  workers.  Missionaries 
contacted  177,139  in  personal  work,  delivered  81,039  sermons  and  ad- 
dresses, taught  22,987  classes,  conducted  1,817  revivals,  distributed  57,- 
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419  Bibles  and  Gospels  and  made  258,818  religious  visits.  They  worked 
in  1,541  Vacation  Bible  schools.  There  are  44  kindergartens  in  opera- 
tion. 

Literature 

The  rural  series  of  graded  home  mission  studies  prepared  in  1949 
has  met  with  the  best  response  of  any  mission  study  series.  Peak  print- 
ing of  the  magazine  was  121,000.  Subscriptions  have  dropped  and  an 
appeal  is  made  for  help  in  getting  the  magazine  into  more  homes.  Mil- 
lions of  pages  of  tracts  and  free  literature  have  been  distributed. 

A  Crusade  For  Home  Missions 

At  its  last  annual  meeting  the  Home  Mission  Board  launched  a  five- 
year  Crusade  in  response  to  the  need  revealed  by  a  survey  of  the  fields 
and  the  necessity  for  strengthening  and  sustaining  the  home  base  for 
a  great  world-wide  mission  program. 

The  needed  strength  will  come  from  three  sources:  more  members, 
more  churches,  and  more  effective  witnessing. 

The  first  emphasis,  therefore,  in  the  new  crusade  is  soul-winning. 
During  1950  and  1951,  the  Evangelistic  Department  is  directing  evange- 
listic crusades  throughout  the  Convention  territory  and  in  the  outposts 
of  Alaska,  Panama,  and  Cuba.  This  is  a  concerted  effort  to  reach  a  large 
number  of  the  39,000,000  unchurched  people  in  areas  served  by  the 
Board.    More  Christians  will  mean  more  strength. 

In  1951  and  1952,  following  this  soul-winning  effort,  the  crusade  will 
be  directed  especially  in  establishing  new  churches  and  mission  stations. 
There  are  21,000,000  people  in  areas  served  by  the  Board  who  are  not 
within  easy  reach  of  any  Baptist  church  that  can  serve  them.  New  con- 
verts won  in  the  evangelistic  crusade  will  need  new  places  of  worship. 

Within  this  five-year  period  an  effort  will  be  made  to  lead  in  con- 
stituting 5,000  new  churches  and  10,000  new  mission  stations.  A  survey 
of  cities,  suburban  areas,  rural  districts,  mountain  regions,  underprivi- 
leged sections,  and  language  groups,  reveals  a  need  far  in  excess  of  this 
goal.  The  strength  of  Baptists  has  always  been  in  the  number  and 
strength  of  the  churches. 

Throughout  the  five-year  period,  but  receiving  special  emphasis 
in  1953-54,  the  Board  will  lead  in  a  crusade  to  make  the  witness  of 
Baptists  more  effective,  especially  in  needy  areas.  The  work  among  the 
launguage  groups,  underprivileged,  juvenile  delinquents,  migrants,  and 
isolated  people  will  receive  special  emphasis.  Efforts  to  reach  the  1,- 
500,000  "unattached"  Baptists,  to  revitalize  1,000  inactive  country 
churches,  and  to  create  a  greater  loyalty  on  the  part  of  all  our  consti- 
tuency are  included  in  the  crusade  goals. 

To  accomplish  these  tasks,  the  Home  Mission  Board  will  need  1,027 
missionaries  (an  increase  of  348),  an  annual  operating  budget  of  $2,- 
000,000.00,  and  a  total  of  $3,500,000.00  to  meet  capital  needs. 

Make  America  safe  and  our  constituency  strong  in  missionary  ser- 
vice by  winning  the  lost,  building  strong  churches  and  stimulating  an 
effective  Christian  witness.    Join  in  the  Home  Mission  Crusade.

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Report  Of  Associational  Missionary 

Thanks  to  the  Heavenly  Father  for  the  privilege  of  serving  another 
year  as  missionary  in  the  Tuckaseigee  Baptist  Association  and  for  op- 
portunity to  bring  the  third  annual  report.

College  leading  in  first  one  and  Mr.  Virsil  Crenshaw  of  Nashville,  Tenn- 
essee, being  the  speaker  for  second  one.  Several  dedicated  lives  for 
Christian  work  in  these  services. 

3.  Sunday  School  Enlargement  Campaign  with  Mr.  Morgan  and 
summer  workers  reaching  20  churches.  This  was  great  success  and  has 
meant  much  to  the  Sunday  Schools  in  these  Churches. 

4.  Vacation  Bible  Schools  held  in  43  churches.  Let  me  express 
appreciation  to  those  who  gave  of  their  time  to  help  in  these  schools 
outside  their  own  churches.  They  were  too  numerous  to  name  them  all. 
I  have  never  had  such  cooperation  and  so  much  volunteer  help  as  of 
this  year.  Several  who  have  helped  have  expressed  the  feeling  that  God 
was  calling  them  to  full  time  Christian  work.  The  Baptist  State  Con- 
vention helped  make  it  possible  for  Miss  Eunice  McLean  to  work  with 
us  for  nine  weeks  and  Miss  Ella  Keller  for  two  weeks.  They  both  did 
excellent  work. 

This  by  no  means  tells  the  full  story  of  what  has  been  done  but  will 
give  you  an  idea  of  what  the  work  of  your  missionary  consists  of.  Let 
me  thank  you  for  your  prayers,  your  interest,  your  many  kind  words, 
and  your  cooperation.  May  God  continue  to  lead  your  humble  servant 
on  in  the  great  kingdom  work.

Report  On  North  Carolina  Baptist  Hospital 

Our  Baptist  Hospital  has  become  a  haven  of  hope  for  thousands 
of  sick  persons  each  year  throughout  North  Carolina.  It  provides  the 
highest  type  of  medical  service  for  the  sick  of  all  classes.  It  is  our 
means  of  carrying  on  the  healing  ministry  of  Jesus. 

Last  year  9,700  patients  were  cared  for  in  the  Hospital  and  90,000 
visits  were  made  to  the  clinics  for  examinations  and  treatments.  About 
half  of  these  were  persons  with  little  or  no  money;  they  were  provided 
free  professional  care  by  the  doctors,  and  were  given  additional  finan- 
cial assistance  with  the  cost  of  the  service  they  received. 

This  free  service  was  provided  largely  by  our  Mother's  Day  offer- 
ings which  amounted  to  $128,900.  Other  assistance  came  from  various 
health  and  welfare  agencies,  the  Duke  Endowment,  and  individual  gifts. 
All  this  added  together  enabled  the  Hospital  to  provide  free  services 
amounting  to  $312,500  in  addition  to  the  work  of  the  doctors.  And  yet, 
many  could  not  be  given  as  much  financial  assistance  as  they  needed 
because  the  Hospital  did  not  have  sufficient  funds. 

We  are  happy  to  report  that  at  this  date  the  Mother's  Day  offerings 
are  running  ahead  of  those  last  year.  The  reports  from  the  special 
offerings  to  raise  $700,000  toward  the  building  of  the  new  South  Wing 
to  the  Hospital  are  most  encouraging.  It  looks  now  as  if  the  full  amount 
will  be  raised  when  all  the  churches  have  made  their  offerings  and  sent 
in  the  money.    The  150  new  beds  this  enlargement  will  provide  will 
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relieve  the  great  shortage  and  enable  the  Hospital  to  admit  the  sick  more 
promptly. 

The  School  of  Nursing  is  admitting  one  of  the  largest  classes  in  it's 
history  and  it  looks  as  if  it  will  be  one  of  the  best.  It  has  applications 
for  far  more  nurses  than  it  can  furnish.  The  Medical  School  has  like- 
wise, had  one  of  its  best  years. 

The  Department  of  Religion  is  growing  and  becoming  more  effective 
as  a  part  of  the  life  and  work  of  the  Hospital.  Through  the  generous 
support  of  a  friend,  another  Chaplain  is  being  added  to  the  staff.  The 
Department  of  Religion  seeks  through  its  ministry  to  help  make  the 
Baptist  Hospital  a  genuinely  Christian  institution  of  healing  and  teach- 
/  ing.

The  Commission  published  monthly  at  Richmond,  Va.,  keeps  us 
abreast  with  our  work  and  our  missionaries  on  the  Foreign  Fields. 
Home  Missions  also  published  monthly  at  Atlanta,  Ga.,  gives  to  its 
readers  a  vivid  picture  of  our  Mission  Work  here  in  our  home  land. 

Charity  and  Children  brings  to  our  homes  the  happenings  of  our 
Orphanage.  The  lives  of  our  boys  and  girls  are  always  a  vital  concern 
to  all  of  us. 

Woman's  Missionary  Union  publishes  monthly  four  magaiznes:  Royal 
Service  for  the  W.  M.  S.,  The  Window  of  Y.  W.  A.,  Ambassador  Life  for 
the  R.  A's.,  World  Comrades  for  the  G.  A's.  and  Sunbeams. 

In  Isaiah  39:4  we  find  this  question:  "What  have  they  seen  in  Thy 
House?"  Good  literature  lends  a  cultural  atmosphere  to  the  room  where 
it  is  seen.  Our  homes  are  blessed  indeed  if  these  excellent  magazines 
along  with  Home  Life,  our  latest  family  magazine,  are  found  in  them, 
having  a  prominent  place  in  the  reading  of  the  entire  family. 

Open  Windo\vs,  issued  quarterly  is  a  personal  Devotional  Maga- 
zine giving  to  its  readers  increased  spiritual  growth  in  the  midst  of  so 
much  activity. 

These  mentioned  are  only  some  of  the  materials  available  to  N. 
C.  Baptists  and  if  we  are  to  promote  the  Missionary  Education  of  our 
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people  the  lesast  we  can  do  is  to  see  that  we  have  this  literature  in  our 
homes  where  it  will  be  easily  accessible  to  every  member  of  the  family.

The  Associational  Sunday  School  Enlargement  Campaign  with  Mr.

5.  Work  hard  hand  in  hand  with  pastors  and  Sunday  School  Sup- 
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erintendents  in  reaching  every  church  with  revival  meeting  during  the 
Simultaneous  effort  March  25-April  8,  1951,

nated  gifts  to  causes  included  in  Cooperative  Program:  State  Missions, 
$381;  Home  Missions,  $490;  Foreign  Missions,  $1,853;  Christian  Educa- 
tion, $34;  Hospital,  $1,439;  Relief  and  Annuity,  $306.  The  total  amount 
including  both  designated  and  undesignated  gifts  to  Missions  was 
$10,416.  This  is  little  more  than  average  of  $1.25  per  church  member.

Perhaps  one  of  the  greatest  forward  steps  which  has  been  taken  in 
the  field  of  Christian  Education  in  may  years  is  the  enlargement  of 
Wake  Forest  College  and  its  relocation  at  Winston-Salem. 

The  campaign  to  raise  through  our  churches,  $1,500,000  for  this 
great  cause  is  going  forward  under  the  leadership  of  Horace  Easom  in 
a  wonderful  way.  Tuckaseigee  Association  is  falling  far  short  of  their 
goal  on  this  great  and  worthy  cause. 

If  our  institutions  are  to  grow  and  expand  as  they  should  they  must 
have  financial  support  through  the  Cooperative  Program,  as  well  as  by 
special  donations  from  time  to  time.  As  well  as  our  financial  aid  these 
institutions  need  our  loyal  support  and  prayers  that  the  ideals  may 
remain  true  to  the  ideals  on  which  they  were  founded.  The  emphasis 
must  be  put  on  Christian  Education.

Report  Of  Baptist  Orphanage 

In  our  1949  report  we  were  compelled  to  announce  that  we  had 
spent  $56,000.00  more  than  we  had  received,  this  overdraft  being  due 
to  our  having  to  repair  so  many  old  buildings  and  to  erect  some  new 
ones.  We  told  you  about  our  shortage  and  appealed  to  you  to  give  more 
liberally  than  heretofore,  which  you  did.  Last  year,  therefore,  you  gave 
$32,000.00  more  than  we  spent — gave  more  than  had  ever  been  given 
before,  in  one  year,  to  carry  on  our  work,  for  which  we  are  very  thank- 
ful. 

Last  year  was  another  good  year  for  your  Orphanage — a  year  when 
we  cared  for  781  children,  and  the  health  of  our  children  was  excellent 
and  they  did  well  in  school,  fourteen  graduating  from  Mills  Home  and 
five  from  Kennedy  Home.  Our  pastor,  John  Walton,  baptized  70  here 
and  good  work,  along  spiritual  lines,  was  also  done  at  Kennedy  Home. 

This  year  we  are  having  a  number  of  changes  in  personnel,  but 
we  feel  that  we  have  been  fortunate  in  securing  good  workers  to  take 
the  places  of  those  retiring.  Our  General  Superintendent,  Dr.  Zeno 
Wall,  on  reaching  the  retirement  age  of  68,  on  August  20th,  leaves  us 
for  his  home  in  Shelby  and  the  Board  of  Trustees  turned  to  Superin- 
tendent W.  C.  Reed,  of  Kennedy  Home,  to  fill  the  vacancy.

Jackson  County  leads  yet  in  the  percent  majority  voted  against  the 
legal  sale  of  wine  and  beer.  Thanks  be  to  God  for  this  Victory.  You 
fine  people  helped  in  a  great  way. 

There  is  another  threat  expressed  by  the  whisky  forces  that,  they 
are  intending  to  call  for  an  election  for  the  legalizing  of  a  whiskey 
store  in  Sylva  as  soon  as  the  time  limit  between  elections  will  permit. 
This  is  another  alert  call.    Meet  the  challenge,  and  win  another  victory.

Report  On  The  Baptist  World  Alliance 

The  eighth  congress  of  the  Baptist  World  Alliance  met  in  Cleve- 
land, Ohio,  July  22  to  27.  This  congress  met,  with  representatives  from 
48  nations,  for  a  season  of  fellowship  and  conferences.  The  report  is 
as  follows: 

1.  People. 

This  congress  represented  18,000,000  Baptists  from  all  over  the 
world.  Perhaps  there  were  20,000  delegates  in  attendance.  They  were 
there  in  large  numbers  and  of  all  races. 

In  the  "roll  call  of  the  nations"  there  were  delegations  from:  United 
Kingdom  (Britain),  Scotland,  Denmark,  Switzerland,  Germany,  Nether- 
lands, Belgium,  Hungary,  Austria,  Romania,  Yugoslavia,  Poland,  Bul- 
garia, Czechosolovakia,  Latvia,  Lithuania,  Esthonia,  Ukrania,  Portugal, 
France,  Italy,  Sweden,  Spain,  Finland,  Norway,  Russia,  Mexico,  Central 
America,  Australia,  New  Zealand,  Africa,  Nigeria,  South  Africa,  Argen- 
tina, Brazil,  Chile,  Paraguay,  Cuba,  Hayti,  Jamaica,  Canada,  Palestine, 
Syria,  Burma,  China,  Japan,  Philippine  Islands,  Siam,  United  States. 

2.  Prog^ram. 
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The  theme  was  "The  Light  Shineth  in  Darkness."  The  program  was 
full;  it  was  appropriate,  it  was  arranged  by  masterplanners;  and  was 
carried  out  in  order  and  good  spirit.  The  best  available  speakers  from 
Baptist  ranks  of  all  parts  of  the  world  were  heard.  There  were  confer- 
ences and  forums,  and  there  were  sectional  and  group  meetings,  com- 
mittee meetings,  and  other  opportunities  for  large  participation. 

3.  Principles. 

Baptist  principles  fared  well  in  this  congress.  Over  and  over  again 
references  and  positive  statements  were  made  which  emphasized  un- 
wavering loyalty  to  such  principles  as:  soul  liberty,  autonomy  of  Bautist 
churches,  separation  of  church  and  state,  regenerated  church  member- 
ship, the  inspiration  and  authority  of  the  Holy  Scriptures,  salvation  by 
grace,  and  some  others. 

In  addition  to  individual  statements,  the  congress  committed  itself, 
so  far  as  such  a  body  can  make  a  commitment,  on  the  cardinal  princi- 
ples of  Baptists  so  as  to  make  clear  what  these  principles  are  and  what 
they  stnd  for,  and  that  they  are  being  supported  wherever  Baptists  are 
found. 

4.  Purpose. 

What  was  the  purpose  of  this  gathering  of  Baptists  from  all  parts 
of  the  world?  The  answer  is  given  in  the  Consitution  of  the  Alliance 
as  was  printed  in  the  program: 

"Preamble" 

"The  Baptist  World  Aliance,  extending  over  every  part  of  the  world, 
exists  in  order  more  fully  to  show  the  essential  oneness  of  Baptist  people 
in  the  Lord  Jesus  Christ,  to  impart  inspiration  to  the  brotherhood,  and 
to  promote  the  spirit  of  fellowship,  service,  and  cooperation  among  its 
members;  but  this  Alliance  may  in  no  way  interfere  with  the  indepen- 
dence of  the  churches  or  assume  the  administrative  functions  of  existing 
organizations." 

Name 

"This  organization  shall  be  known  as  the  Baptist  World  Alliance." 
Nature  And  Functions 

"Serving  the  nerve-center  and  corporate  will  of  Baptists  throughout 
the  world,  the  Alliance  shall: 

(1)  have  as  one  of  its  primary  purposes  the  safeguarding  and  main- 
tenance of  full  religious  liberty  everywhere,  not  only  for  our  own 
constituent  churches,  but  also  for  all  other  religious  faiths. 

(2)  serve  as  an  agency  for  propagating  Baptist  principles  and  tenets 
of  faith,  objectives,  and  distinctive  principles  throughout  the  world. 

(3)  serve  as  an  agency  to  make  surveys  throughout  the  world  with 
a  view  to  furnishing  facts  to  the  various  Baptist  groups  and  counselling 
with  them  in  establishing  work  in  new  fields  when  such  service  is  re- 
quested. 

(4)  serve  as  a  worldwide  agency  in  making  such  use  of  the  Radio 
and  Press  as  may  be  practicable  in  preaching  the  Gospel,  propagating 
Baptist  principles,  and  promoting  common  tasks  of  Baptists  throughout 
the  world. 

(5)  arrance  and  conduct  preaching  missions  throughout  the  world. 

(6)  co-operate  with  Baptist  groups  in  instituting  and  administering 
relief  funds  as  occasion  may  require. 
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(7)  gather  news  by  means  of  correspondents  in  the  various  Baptist 
groups,  and  disseminate  it  by  use  of  bulletins,  Baptist  and  other  papers, 
and  Radio;  and,  when  feasible,  by  a  Baptist  world-publication." 

"In  ministering,  in  any  one  of  all  of  these  fields  of  service,  the 
Baptist  World  Alliance  shall  limit  its  activities  strictly  within  its  annual 
budget." 

Dr.  F.  Townley  Lord,  London,  England,  was  elected  president. 
May  our  God  and  King  lead  the  Baptist  Christians  of  the  world  to 
victory  for  the  cause  of  right  and  righteousness.

Tuckaseigee  Baptist  Association  Constitution 

ARTICLE  I.  The  name  of  this  body  shall  be  the  Tuckaseigee  Bap- 
tist Association. 

ARTICLE  II.    The  purpose  of  this  Association  shall  be  the  exten- 
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sion  of  Christ's  kingdom  on  earth,  creation  and  promotion  of  harmony, 
intelligence  and  spiritual  power  of  the  church. 

ARTICLE  III.  (1)  The  association  shall  have  power  to  elect  and 
install  its  officers  in  whatever  manner  the  body  may  deem  expedient. 
(2)  It  shall  have  power  to  recommend  measures  of  usefulness  and 
guidance  to  our  churches  in  matters  of  organization,  ordinations  and 
questions  of  doctrines  and  discipline.  (3)  The  association  shall  have 
no  power  to  infringe  upon  the  right  of  the  local  churches  as  sovereign 
and  independent  bodies. 

ARTICLE  IV.  (1)  The  association  shall  be  composed  of  ministers 
and  messengers  selected  by  missionary  Baptist  churches  which  have 
been  previously  received  into  the  association.  (2)  The  pastor  and  four 
members  from  each  one  hundred  or  fraction  thereof  shall  compose  the 
representation  of  each  church.  (3)  The  association  shall  be  the  sole 
judge  of  its  members.  (4)  Any  church  applying  to  the  association  for 
membership  by  letter  and  messenger  shall  come  under  the  watchcare 
of  the  association  for  one  year  for  observation.  At  the  expiration  of 
that  time  if  it  is  still  their  will  they  may  be  voted  in  by  majority  vote 
of  the  association  provided  they  have  an  acceptable  letter  and  at  least 
one  messenger  present  at  the  time. 

ARTICLE  V.  (1)  The  association  shall  hold  its  regular  session  on 
Thursday  and  Friday  preceding  the  3rd  Sunday  in  August.  (2)  The 
moderator  may  call  a  mid-year  session  at  his  pleasure. 

ARTICLE  VI.  The  officers  of  the  association  shall  be  a  moderator, 
vice-moderator,  clerk,  assistant  clerk,  treasurer,  historian,  Sunday  school 
superintendent,  Baptist  Training  Union  leader,  Woman's  Missionary 
Union  leader,  superintendent  of  evangelism,  and  president  of  the  Dea- 
cons organization. 

ARTICLE  VII.  The  moderator  shall  preside  and  maintain  the  order 
of  business  of  all  meetings  unless  he  otherwise  provides  for  the  mod- 
eration. (2)  He  shall  appoint  all  committees  pertinent  to  the  operation 
of  the  body.  (3)  The  vice-moderator  shall  assist  the  moderator  and  in 
case  of  the  absence  or  incapacitation  of  the  moderator  he  shall  act  in 
his  stead  until  otherwise  provided  for.  (4)  The  clerk  shall  keep  a  com- 
plete and  accurate  record  of  all  the  transactions  and  reports  given  in  the 
association  in  regular  or  called  meeting  and  cause  to  be  printed  a  minute 
containing  the  records  made.  (5)  The  clerk  shall  mail  to  the  clerk  of 
each  church  in  the  association  blanks  for  the  preparation  of  the  church 
letter  as  soon  as  they  are  received  from  the  board.  (6)  The  treasurer 
shall  receive  and  disburse  by  order  of  the  executive  committee  the 
money  of  the  tresury  and  make  a  complete  report  to  the  association  at 
each  session.  (7)  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  historian  to  keep  the 
record  of  the  association  up  to  date.  (8)  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  all  other 
officers  to  execute  the  function  of  their  office  pertinent  to  a  well  di- 
rected association. 

ARTICLE  VIII.  All  officers  shall  be  elected  annually  at  the  dis- 
cretion of  the  body. 

ARTICLE  IX.  The  business  of  the  association  shall  be  conducted 
according  to  Roberts  Parliamentary  Practice  or  in  a  manner  not  con- 
trary thereto 

ARTICLE  X.  The  executive  committee  shall  be  composed  of  the 
moderator,  vice-moderator,  clerk,  treasurer  and  nine  other  members 
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appointed  by  the  moderator.  Seven  of  these  members  shall  constitute 
a  quorum. 

ARTICLE  XI.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  executive  committee  to 
act  for  the  association  on  matters  arising  when  the  association  is  not  in 
session  and  to  make  a  report  of  all  work  to  the  next  session  of  the  asso- 
ciation. 

ARTICLE  XII.  The  associational  quorum  shall  be  the  number  pres- 
ent if  the  number  satisfies  the  will  of  the  moderator. 

ARTICLE  XIII.  The  association  shall  have  the  right  to  withdraw 
from  any  church  which  does  not  comply  with  the  rules  and  practices 
governing  a  Baptist  church. 

ARTICLE  XIV.  Each  church  clerk  shall  mail  to  the  clerk  of  the 
association  a  letter  properly  filled  on  the  blank  furnished  him  at  least 
two  weeks  prior  to  the  meeting  of  the  body. 

ARTICLE  XV.  This  constitution  shall  be  amended  by  a  majority 
vote,  providing  the  amendment  was  read  in  the  previous  session  of  the 
association.  Otherwise  two-thirds  majority  of  the  votes  cast  must  be  in 
favor  of  the  amendment.
